POSTOFFICE BENIGHTED?

The Chicago vice commission sent à vigor- 
ous telegram last night to the postmaster 
general in Washington "protesting against 
the action of the Chicago postoffice in refus- 
ing to allow the vice report to go through 
the mails. 

This telegram is expected to bring to a 
sharp issue the question whether the volume 
containing this report is to be treated by 
Uncle Sam as obscene matter or as a valu- 
able contribution to the work of suppressing 


the social evil. 


Books Held Up“ in Postoffice, 

Ten days ago 800 copies of the vice report 
were addressed to the responsible authori- 
ties of 800 American colleges and universi- 
ties and taken to the postoffice for mailing. 
The local postal officials “held up the 
whole consignment as unmailable under the 
obscene matter statute. 

Last evening the Chicago vice commission 
held a meeting at which Dean Walter T 
Sumner of the Cathedral 88. Peter and Paul 
presided. 

It was made clear that the purpose of 
sending the report to the colleges was to get 
it into the hands of students of sociology 
and social hygiene-if the college authori- 
tles, on receivirg it, should deem this wise. 
It was believed that the influence of the 
report would ‘be for the direct moral and 
physica! benefit of students. 


Protest Sent by Wire. 

The commission accordingly prepared its 
protest to Postmaster General Hitchcock and 
forwarded it by wire. It recited that the 
commission is an authorizec municipal body; 
that the purpose of the work was to spread 
knowledge ‘of the evil of vice in this city 
and through enlightenment to correct cr 
abate these evils, and that to bar the matis 
to this work would bea benighted policy on 
the part of the government. 

The commission has practically concluded 
its labors and probably will so report to the 
council on Monday evening, disbancing as 


| soon as this question of the use of the maiis

Police Chiel’s Order Affects Sa 
loons, Cigar Stores, and 
Hotels. 


BROLASKI GETS DIRE WARNINGS 


Willlam W. Wheelock, special counsel for 
the city civil service commission, which is 
investigating the connection of the Chicago 
police department with gambling in Chi- 
cago, yesterday received forma] notice 
over the telephone of two more bombs which, 
it is proposed, are to be exploded in this city 
tocay and Monday. 

The message, which was delivered by an 
unidentified man, was as follows: 

Hello. Is this Mr. Wheelock? Al right. 
I just called up i tell you that two more 
bombs are to be dropped tomorrow. Bill 
Kennedy in Francisco avenue will get his 
either tomorrow afternoon or morning. We! 
get Brolaski on Monday. That's all. Good- 
by.” 


McWeeny Stops Dice Games. 

Within a few hours after this message had 
been received Chief of Polite McWeeny is- 
sued the second of the gambling orders he has 
promulgated since he has been in power. 
Order No. 1 announced the chief's official) dis- 
approval of slot machines in which children 
wager pennies for candy. 

The order issued yesterday forbids gam- 
bling with dice for ‘tin money in saloons 
and cigar stores. She lid was on tight 
last night. In more than 500 places in the 
loop where for Months past the bones 
have rattled joyously there was nary a rat- 
tle. 

Patrons Who asked for the dice were in- 
formed that it had just been discovered that 
dice shaking was gambling, and that there 
was nothing doing, by order of the chief.” 

Whether or not there was any connection 
between the order against the tin money ” 
games and the threat to esplode bombs un- 
der Kennedy and Brolaski was not made 
clear last night. Their coincidence as to 
time would indicate that there was such a 
connection. 


Calls Order Mistake. 

“If the chief is endeavoring by his order 
to ‘get back’ at the bomb throwers he has 
made a mistake,“ said a man last night who 
understands the inside of police affairs. “it 
is not the saloonkeepers and the cigar store- 
keepérs who have been throwing bombs in 
this town. It is the handbook operators and 
the regular gamblers, who pay rent for 
permanent quarters and who, in spite of the 
chief's order, were just as busy yesterday 
as they were at the time roulette was being 
played in broad daylight in the street out- 
side the White Sox ball park.“ 

There are many thousand dice games of 
the affected kind in the city. Nearly every 
cigar store and saloon, and many of the drug 
stores and hotels, have the games in one form 
or another. 

It is safe to say that at least $10,000 of real 
money is wagered against the tin money 
in the loop district alone every day. If the 
whole city is taken into consideration the 
amount that changes hands is a good déal 
more than that. 


Win Checks Good in Trade. 

In places where the game reaches its per- 
faction the proprietor equips himself with a 
set of metal tokens made of brass or alumi- 
num, which are exchangeabie at a fixed value 
for goods sold in the place. * 

A dozen or more sets of dice and half a 
dozen dice boxes are kept on hand all the 
time. There are rubber pads on which the 
player rolis the cubes and regular forms on 
which a gamekeeper keeps tab on results. 

The 18 or the 260 game is that usual- 
ly played. In the 18 game the player 
lays down a quarter and is allowed thirteen 
casts with the dice. He selects a certain 
number. If he succeeds in “throwing” that 
number thirteen times or oftener he doubles 
his money: 

Special prizes are offered in some places 
for unusual high” or low throws. In 
the 26 game the procedure is the same 
except that the player has ten dice instead 
of five. and is compelled to “throw” twenty- 
six or over to win. 

The bomb threat received by Mr. Whee- 
lock gave that functionary some amusement 
„I wonder.” he asked, it they will have the 
nerve to go through with it or is it just a 
bluff? They don't seem to be much afraid 
of the police department, do they?” 


Brolaski Also Gets Threats. 

It was learned a little later that Harry 
Brolaski, the man mentioned in the bomb 
thrower’s message, had also been notified 
that he was to be blown up. Brolaski has 
earned the enmity of the Mont Tennes con- 
tingent of gamblers by furnishing informa- 
tion to the police and the newspapers about 
gambling in Chicago. 

„ was told.“ said Broiaski last night, 
‘that they would give Kennedy a bomb Sun- 
day morning and would send me one Monddy 
afternoon. When I heard about the bomb 
exploded on the west side early this morning 
I thought maybe it was also directed at Ken- 
nedy. 

“The mestage I received telling me that 
Kennedy was to be attended to was the 
fourth I received today." 

William (Bill) Kennedy formerly ran 3 
hafidbook for Mont Tennes. Recently when 
Tennes and Ris partner, Timothy Murphy, 
disagreed. and separated Kennedy also lett 
Tennes. He is now employed by Murphy.

Patriarchs of 16 Tribes Meet 
in Kenosha to Punish Tribal 
Crime; County Judge 
Agrees,

BLOOD CUP SEALS VERDICT 


Decree Turned Over to Author- 


ities After Strange Pro- 
cCeedings Under the 
Stars. 


Fifty patriarchs of sixteen Gypsy tribes 
sat in “Ab D’Ara,” or trial council, at Ke- 
nosha until dawn yesterday morning. They 
found five members of the Tarfik tribe guilty 
of assaulting and robbing Peta Coughlan of 
the Zudak tribe and sentenced them to pay 
thelr victim $1,000 and the costs of a trial 
which already had been instituted by the 
sts te. 

Their decision, sealed yesterday morning 
over a silver cup of lamb’s blood. was ac- 
cepted by Judge Beiden of the County court 
and Assistant District Attorney Hastings. 
Last night the last of the 216 Gypsies who 
had come to Kenosha for the tria! disap- 
peared into the mystery from which they 
bad emerged. 

Six months ago five members of the Bimble 
family of the Tarfik tribe beat and robbed 
Peta for cheating Steve Bimble in a card 
game. Peta sustained a fractured skull and 
the loss of $50. The Bimbles were arrested 
and released on bonds of $500 each. The 
case was continued until yesterday. 


Gypsies from Many States. 

Word went round that the Bimbles would 

be tried on the night of Sept. 22 for violating 
the tribal law against fighting in camp. So 
it was that several weeks ago patriarchs 
from Texas, Arkansas, Ohio, Tennessee, and 
other states hitched their wagons and turned 
the nosés of their horses to the north. 
Late Friday afternoon the first of a long 
series of canvas covered wagons appeared 
on the outskirts of Kenosha. They stopped 
a half mile from town, and their occupants 
descended and established camp. Peta, white 
from hie long stay in the hospital, walked 
down the road to meet them. He found the 
Bimbles, surrounded by their tribe, waiting 
for the trial to begin. 

Under the cool autumn stars two patriarchs 
at 8:30 o'clock built the Ab Lara, or council 
fire. Slowly the fifty pafriarchs of the six~- 
teen different tribes assembled about the 
blaze. They were old men with long beards, 
veterans of a hundred thousand camp fires. 
They represented the accumulated wisdom 
of the age-old laws of gypsyland. 

On their backs were garments which had 
descended to them from their great-great- 
grandfathers—velvet jacKets with elaborate 
embroidery, long cloaks which. trailing be- 
hind them, made them seem parts of the 
ground. 

Accused Called to Trial. 

Peta and the five accused Bimbles were 
grouped on opposite sides of the fire, far 
from the other members of theirclans. They 
waited silently until Martas, patriarch of the 
Vatrik tribe and presiding patriarch of the 
conclave, called: them into the centef of the 
circle. 

“Lorn, Raphael. Maso, Royale, and Tar- 
sen, he said, using their tribal names and 
speaking in the gypsy dialect, “ you are ac- 
cused of striking, beating, and seriously in- 
jured Peta Couglan of the Zudak tribe. It 
is also said that you robbed him of $50. 

“Of the latter charge we take little ac- 
count, but if you five men set upon this one 
man in camp in violation of the laws of the 
tribe it is a serious offense, and you shall pay 


a penalty. Speak out. 
The oldest of the five, Steve Bimble, arose 


to make answer. 

“T swear to you,” he sald solemnly, that 
we did nothing to this mag which he would 
not have done to us. By the lawa of the 
tribe we are given the right to defend our- 
selves from robbers, disturbers, and men of 
lust. This man would have robbed us. We 
did no more than protect ourselves. I shall 


prove it.“ 


Found Guilty; Seal Verdict. 

Then began a long, bitter series of contra- 
dictions and recriminations. Peta had cheat - 
ed at cards. Steve discovered hid and ex- 
posed him. Being caught, Peta, instead of 
returning his i]l-earned winnings, had driven 
Steve, a patriarch, from the camp. This was 
the story of the Bimbies. 

Peta contradicted it in toto. He hed not 
cheated. Then was taken the testimony of 
three men who sald they had seen Peta cheat 

Pawn became daylight, but the patriarchs 
still sat about the fire. It was past 6 o'clock 
before Martas sent for the pazsan, or 
peace cup, and the pazvort,’’ or peace lamb. 
The lamb had been brought from Arkansas. 
When both were on the meer Martas lifted 
his hand. 

„The five violators of the law, he said, 
“have been sentenced to pay Peta $1,000. 
They will also pay any amount which is nec- 
essary to satisfy the American law. Are 
we agreed? 

The answer came back resonantiy from 
portions of the circle, but reluctantly from 
the Zudaks and Tarfiks. . 

„Then, continued Martas, we shall 
again seal the bond of peace which has been 
broken by these disturbers. Give me the 
lamb.” Before the assembled tribal mem- 
bers he cut itethroat. The blood drippediinto 
the peace cup until it overfiowed. One 
after another the fifty patriarche¢rank from 
the cup. The money wes paid and later 
Judge Belden dismissed the case.

“Look for the woman. Dr. Falker knews 
her. He knows a good deal more about the 
murder of young Dignos than he bas told. 
The woman knows all about it. She has the 
key to the whole mystery,” 

This cryptic saying came from Harry P. 
Hogue, who is the man at whose house, 1019 
East Sixty-third street, young Dignos had 
lived intermittently during the five years he 
had been in Chicago. Hogue, too, claims to 
know more about the tragedy than he has 
told. So does his wife. 

Hogue’s statement about the mysterious 
woman is regarded as of particular sig- 
nficance because the police investigation al- 
ready has demonstrated that the house in 
which the tragedy took place was the rendes- 
vous of a number of persons alomg with 
young Dignos. The authorities intimate that 
Dr. Falker was one of the men who fre- 

uented it.

United States Commissioner Gilchrist fixed 
ball in the case of Flagg at $25,000; Neely, 
Morgan, and Higgins, at $10,000; Schiller, at 
$5,000, and Brown, Schock, and Jackson at

@ sensible way to solve it?’ 
When it comes to meats, Dr. Wiley says the 
product passes through five hands. The little 
broker who goes about the country buying 
cattle, the big broker, the butcher, the whole 
saler, and the retailer. The public has to 
pay five profits. 
Alluding to the cost of milk, Dr. Wiley 
said it was about four times what ſt should be 
to the public, because of lack of proper eys- 
tem of distribution.

Police and Coroner Convinced 


Millionaire Did Not Leap 
from Hotel Window. 


WENT TO SEE A LAWYER. 


One of Last Acts Was to Seek Le- 
gal Advice Concerning His 
Brother Nathan. 


After a day's investigation of the mys- 
terlous death of Charles W. Allen, Kenosha 
millionairé leather manufacturer, the coro- 
ger, police, dnd federal agents who sought 
clews, agreed that death was accidental. 

While thé circumstances indicated that 
there was @ possibility that Mr. Allen was 
pushed from his fourth floor room in the 
Palmer house to the bottom of the light 
shaft, where his crumpled body was found 
Friday afternoon, the total lack of a murder 
motive caused the authoritfes to give up Such 
an ideas. . 

It was equally hard to find any suicide mo- 
tive, and every fact seemed to show that 
Mr. Allen was in the best of spfrit@ before his 
death, without any trouble sufficient to cause 
bim to desire to end nis life. 

Mr. Allen on the day of his death spoke to 
several persons of dizziness and headache. 
Every movément from noontime until he 
went to the hotel where he met his death 
about 3 O’clécK in the afternoon, was traced 
yesterday and it cannot be learned that he 
met any person other than friends and the 
empioyés of the Palmer house

Seen Sitting Near Window. 

The police during the day found a number 
of guests who had rooms on the same floor of 
the hotel with Mr. Allen. None of them bad 
heard anything indicaiing there had been a 
struggle; no one was seen coming from the 
Allen room or entering it. One woman on a 
lower floor seid she had looked into the light 
shaft and seen a man sitting in 4 chair with 
his back to the open window in Mr. Allens 
room. He was in his shirt sleeves as was Mr 
Allen before his fail. 

Finger marks drawn out across the win- 
dow sill were discovered by W. M. Evans, 
the finger mark expert of the police bureau 
of identification. Their lecation indicated 
they might have been made by a person 
falling through the window backwards in an 
effort to clutch something to save himself. 
The marks were photographed and will be 
compared with the finger prints of the dead 
man.

GARLAND SEEKS DRAMA ‘HOPE 


Tells of Chicago Society for Up- 
lift in Plays. 


OPEN TO THE AMBITIOUS. 


Theater Weleomes Young Writers at 
Front and Back Door. 


New York, Sept. 23.—Hamlin Garland, 
secretary of the Chicago Theater society, is 
in town with cheering news from the Amert- 
can drama uplift organization. Mr. Garland 
was a founder and the secretary of the 
first society organized for developing our 
national art, which flourished in Boston some 
twenty years ago. until thie commercial 
town gradually absorbed most of its mem- 
bers. 

I have been an advocate of Americanism 
in art for twenty-five years, he confessea 
“ Offensively so. Hence I have been put in 
charge of reading all the American plays 
that come in to the society.“ 

And, having thus intrenched himself, Mr. 
Garland allowed himself to grow enthusi- 
astic over Chicago's dramatic venture. 


Explains the Procedure. 

We operate no theater, he said, explain- 
ing the nature and origin of the society which 
came into being last May. We merely 
guarantee a manager $50,000 if he will pro- 
duce the plays we want, and he gets the 
grose receipts for ten weeks. He can spend 
as much as he likes in the production, hav- 
ing this assurance from us, and Mr. Shu- 
bert, who is to produce the plays, has been 
generous. The members of the society are 
guarantors each to the sum of $100 or more. 

“The members are business men, friends 
of the art and of progress, After we got our 
aim in view and our guarantors we engaged 
Donald Roberteon and his company of play- 
ers to perform the plays we might select. 
After the players were secured the Shuberts 
were approached and the financial] side ar- 
ranged. 

“You might think the troubles were now 
over, but they were just begun. For the 
greatest trouble of all is to get American 
plays that are worth while, that are written 
for their own sake. The plays of the day are 
written either to exploit a star or to cater to 
certain requirements for a long run. Ot 
all the disgraceful records of our provincial- 
ism the most disgraveful is our drama up to 
date. 

Open to Young Writers. 
America, that has proved herself so great 
in other respects, surely can produce real 
drama, a drama of her own and worthy of 
herself. Where is her Ibsen, her Synge, her 
Shaw. her Granville Barker? She has risen 
to a real literature of her own in other flelds. 
Why can't her writers for the stage exhibit 
the taste, the distinction and the qualities 
of Edith Wharton or William Dean Howells? 

“The trouble is that the playwrights want 
thetr royalties; they want to be ‘ success- 
ful’ Our theater will have its front and 
back doors open to the young writers, its 
rehearsals open. But we want them to feel 
free and untrammeled to complete their own 
conceptions, to write drama for its own

Man Chosen Was Defeated by Johnson 
in Last Contest.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—The accession 
of Obediah Gardner of Maine as a Democratic 
appointee from a state for many years a 
stronghold of the Republican party will have 
a material effect on the voting strength on 
important questions in the senate. 

When he takes the oath of office the Demo- 
crats in that body, lacking but five votes of 
a majority on any matter, will be nearer to 
control of the upper branch of congress then 
at any time for a decade past. The Re- 
publican representation will stand at forty- 
nine and the Democratic at forty-two.

Blames Politics for Attacks. 

“Both attacks, she said, have 
made for purposes ot political capital. Dr. 
Wiley in taking up a new line of work, nat- 
urally made some technical mistakes. In- 
vestigation, though, disclosed that the mis 
takes, such as they were, had been made with 
good intent. The same discoveries have been 
made in the investigation.of the Juvenile 
court and the Illinois industrial school. 

The noble minded women who have been 
working for the salvation of Chicago chil- 
dren made some errors.

“While the Juvenile court has defects ft 
does more for the boys and girls of Chicago 
than we have ever done.

The Park 
Ridge Industrial school forms an important 
link in this work of reformation. It provides 
a detention home, hot a jail, for girls whe 
have come in contact with the law.

This puzzled 
those who are investigating the explosions, 
but it u generally conceced that Kennedy 
ie the man whom it was intended to frighten. 


Cans of Black Powder. 
Medurn's barn is in the rear of 2918 Fulton 
street. This is only a few dosen feet away 
from Kennedy's residence, which is just 
around the corner on Francisco avenue 
The police of the Warren avenue station, 
to whom the explosions were reported, de- 
clined to consider it seriously. The bombs 
consisted of tin cans filled with black powder. 
They exploded with joud reports, startling 
the nelghborhood, but did no damage. 

The police say the bombs probably were 
exploded as warhings to some one and that 
more highly explosive ones may be set off 
later, which will damage property. 

The reopening of bomb throwing in con- 
nection with the warfare between different 
factions of Chicago gamblers startled those 
who are making an Investigation of the local 
gambling situation. Special Counsel Wheel 
ock prepared to investigate this latest phase | 
of their already complex problem.

MAINE SUNK BY GREAT MINE, 
LATEST DISCLOSURES REVEAL. 


OCofferdam About Raised Wreck of War- 
ship Pumped Out, Showing Evidences 
of Terrific Exterior Explosion. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HAVANA, Sept. 23.—The cofferdam about 
the wreck of the United States battleship 
Maine, stink in this harbor the night of Feb. 
15, 1808, has been pumped out more than 
ever before, and the cutting away of the 
wreckage reveals the double bottom of the 
ship with parts of the keel standing in a per- 
pendicular position some twenty-eight feet 
higher than the natural position. 

This perfectly confirms the report and tes- 
timony which Commander Powelson gave 
before the investigating board. The report 
made by Powelson was based upon the re- 
porto sent to him by divers just after the 


The double bottom is standing in a per- 
pendieular position. It is a confirmed belief 
that such a tearing of a ship and of a ship's 
bottom could not have been produced by an 
interior explosion. It is further sald that no 
regulation military mine could have wrought 
It must have béen a 
huge mine, as Capt. Sigsbee and others sug- 
tested at the time, perhaps a sugar mal 
boiler or a large cask loaded with explosives. 
Members of the Maine board, including 
Rear Admiral Capps, are reticent in regard 
to the discovery and will not confess that the 
discovery is an important one, but any one 
with eyes can see the upheaved bottom and 
guess its meaning. It destroys all reason- 
able doubt as to the blowing up of the Maine

Missouri Congressman Says Washing - 
ton Already Is Mausoleum with Its 
Many Monuments. 


A national highway from| Washington to 
Gettysburg as a memorial to Abraham Lin- 
coln, Was demanded of congress in resolutions 
acopted by the international good roads con- 
gress at the Hotel La Salle yesterday after- 
noon. This is urged in place of a monument 
for which congress has appropriated $2,000,- 
000. 

Congressman William P. Borland of Mis- 
sourl urged the support of his bill calling for 
& national highway in memory of Lincoln in 
piace of the proposed monument. 

The most appropriate memorial to Abra- 
ham Lincoln,“ he said, will be this highway 
from Washington—the seat of our country— 
to Gettysburg, the scene of the greatest civil 
war struggle. 


Calls Capital Stately Mausoleum. 

“The national fine arts commission of 
Washington wants a monuhent. Washing- 
ton is rapicly becoming a stately mausoleum, 
and I have grave doubts if the American 
people will stand for a Lincoln monument te 
make the mausoleum still greater. 

“This highway would become far more 
historic than a mere monument. It would be 
one of the show places of the western hemi- 
sphere, and other national highways would 
follow.“

No Running Water in 22 Miles.

ROME, Sept. 23.—Preseed by public opinion, 
which, with the exception of the Socialists, is 
all in favor of the occupation of Tripoli, the 
ItaHan government is reluctantly preparing 
for it. For years Italy has cherished the idea 
of going to Tripoli, but it seemed impoegsible 
on account of the Interna! situation. 

The intervention in Tripoli, however, can- 
not take place before the close of the nego- 
tiations between France and Germany in 
regard to Morocco. The Italian government 
feels sure of the support of the Mediterre 
nean powers and is negotiating with the porte 
in regard to payment of an indemnity for 
the occupation of that province with con- 
siderable hope of success 

The Young Turks, who would be doomed if 
they showed weakness in the eyes of the 
Mussulman world, think their position would 
be strengthened if they stand a fight to the 
bitter end, even with the conviction of in- 
evitable defeat. Therefore Turkey has re- 
fused to discuss participation of Naly in 
Tripoli, or even to acknowledge the privileged 
position for Italy there. 


Italian Fleets Are Ready. 

Italy is pushing on its preparations for 
active work as rapidly as possible. The fleet, 
instead of returning to winter quarters after 
the autumn maneuvers, is being held in 
south Italian and Bicilian ports. 

There are four squadrons in the fleet. The 
first is made up of four battleships, three 
cruisers, three destroyers, @ mine ship, and 
a scout. This squadron will escort forty 
transports carrying the army of occupation 
to Tripoll. The second consists of three 
battleships, four cruisers, and ea number oi 
minor vessels. This is destined for Turkish 

The third squadron of three battleships end 
ene cruiser is intended for service in the 
Red séa, while the fourth, under command 
of the Duke of the Abruzzi, and made up of 
two cruisers and strong flotillas of destroy- 
ers, torpedo boats, and submerines, will be 
held at Brindisi ready for emergencies.

believed to have joined in securing contri of 
the protective police organization during the 
Kieff celebrationg. 

Gen. Trepoff, governor of Kier who is 
helping the Stolypin family and their friends 
throughout the country to force out the truth, 
tried a month ago to secure control of the pre- 
cautionary arrangements and came to St. 
Petersburg for that purpose, but Gen. Kour- 
loff, supreme head of the political police, re- 
fused to allow him or M. Stolypin to interfere. 
Kourloff took complete control of all the 
arrangements. < 


Peremptory Order by Stolypin. 

At this point M. Stolypin issued a per- 
emptory printed order that no chief of po- 
lice, on pain of dismissal, should employ for 
his (Stolypin's) protection an agent whose 
work was that of prying into the affairs of 
revolutionists.

Utilized in Elementary and Continua- 
tion Schools in Town and Country for

BERLIN; Sept. 28.—The importance of 
moving pictures as an educational factor has 
been recognized to such an extent in Ger- 
many that they are now largely utilized in 
the elementary and continuation schools in 
tcwn and country for Instructional purposes. 

The exhibition of films dealing with inter- 
esting subjects takes place under the 
auspices of the Society for the Spread of 
Popular Education, which possesses an ex- 
tensive collection and is subsidized by the 
various local educational authorities. 

The pictures have been found to make 
such a lasting impression on the pupils that 
they are being called for in constantly in- 
creasing numbers, and the society has de- 
cided to found a circulating library Of films 
to be sent to schools in rotation. 

Magic lantern slides are also in great de- 
mand for the same purpose, and the society, 
which has branches in every district of the 
empire, possesses 179 series comprising over 
11,000 pictures on various subjects which 
are constantly in circulation.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—One’eyening toward 
the close of the recert sittihgs of the house 
of commons, I was told by my friend, Sir 
George Croydon-Marks, that Thomas Alva 
Edison was in the gallery of the house and 
that he would be coming down in @ few 

moments. i ' : 

I need scarcely say that I gladly seized the 
opportunity of meeting one whom I regard 
as the most remarkable man of his time. I 
found myself talking to a man who had no 
resemblance to any impression either my 
imagination or photographs had given me, 
To me Mr. Edison looked like a typical west- 
ern farmer. His ruddy and fresh cheeks, his 
plain clothes, his expression of absolute and 
unspoiled simplicity and modesty—all seemed 
to proclaim the man Whose life was mainly 
spent in the open air and ih the fields. 

His speech increased this impression. It 
was brief, simple, modest, with a dominating 
sense of good humor and a guy diemiseal off 
all compliments or anything that suggested 
he was more than a simple, plein man. 


English Drop Drinking Habit. 

I have introduced his name in this article 
as an introduction to some observations 
upon the habits of busy men which are sug- 
gested by an interview he gave to the Eng- 
lish papers. I gather that he does not drink 
alcohol, that he is a great smoker, and that 
he is strongly of the opinion that men spend 
too much time in sleep. 

This leads me to some fe iscences of 
the prominent men of the present day and 
their habits. There used to be a greater 
contrast some years ago between the habits 
of Ame s and Englishmen than there 
is today.” When first I went to America, 
thirty years ago, I was inclined to think that 
there were few, if any, Americans who ever 
touched alcohol at all. My American friends 
used to laugh at this judgment as delight- 
edly simple in its optimism, but it was a 
natural impression to one who teok most 
of his meals in hotels when one rarely, if 
ever, saw any alcohol on the table. 

I remember that when, following the Eng- 
lish method, I ordered a pint of some light 
wine, my friends often begged to be excused ‘ 
from joining me. Public opinion, especially 
in the smaller and more western towns, 
would have been then sevére upon anybody 
who was seen taking liqupr at his meals. 
In England at that epoch, you would have 
been surprised if you saw any one at a hotel 
meal who did not have a whisky and soda 
or a pint of wine or a pint of beer at hig 
side. 


Change in Statesmen’s Habitsz. 

I have seen © great change in this respect 
in England, @nd especially in the house of ’ 
commons. Today the number of men in all 
classes of society who never touch alcohol 
is enormous and is growing, One of the first 
to set the example was the Duke of West- 
minster, one of those gigantic ground land- 
lords in London Whose wealth is enormous, 
He was grandfather of the presefit duke 
and was rather an ascetic in all his tastes. 

In thése days—I am speaking of the 806 
and 70e—it was not uncommon to find mem- 
bers of the house of commons all the better 
for liquor after dinner. Disraeli was fond 
of a good glass of wine until he became too 
old and too delicate to touch anything "but 
weak brandy and water. But there are 
records of his early days of his now and 
then having wound up a debate with a good 
skinful of wine inside of him. 

There is a still living prominent rman whose 
thick speech was recorded in the papers one 
morning after he had delivered an impag- 
sioned address. 


Disraeli Drank While Speaking. 

Disraeli delivered a speech of some hours’ 
length at a great meeting in Lancashire—of 
length, indeed, so portentous that some of the 
papers did not report it in its entirety 411 
the next day. It was a bfilliant speech in 
passages—notably in the passage in which he 
described Gladstone and his ministry as like 
extinct volcanoes. I have often heard that 
he was supplied on this occasion with an un- 
limited quantity of white brandy—he was 
really too exhausted to Have got through 
such a portentous speech without some such 
assistance 

In those far off days there were plenty of 
mem bers who came to the house of commons 
nearly always more or less under the influ- 
ence of drink. It caused some amusement, 
but it did not shock people then as it would 
now. 

Gladstone belonged, to the end of his days, 
to the good old generation that loved good 
wine and thought it necessary accompani- 
ment to any meal. Regularly he took his 
couple of glasses of champagne and regu- 
larly, too, he ventured on even robuster port 
—a heavy wine that only men of strong con- 
stitutions and perfect digestion can stand, 
and now out of fashion 


Gladstone Lover of Port. 

But then Gladstone, unlike Disraeli, who 
was always delicate, had a Splendid physique, 
the digestion of an ostrich, and stern self- 
control. But he never concealed his love of 
wine, especially of port. He used to say 
that if he had a hard job to get through and 
if there was a bottle of wine in the room, he 
would be tempted to drink every drop of ft, 
he found port such a stimulus to the activity 
of his brain. 

He never yielded to the temptation in a de- 
gree to be harmful, however, being in his use 
of food and wine as sternly temperate and 
regardful of health as in all other actions. 

In recent years the man who drinks too 
much has almost entirely disappeared from 
the house of commons. Plenty of men still 
have their champagnegvery right at dinner 
and now and then pay the penalty in a sharp 
attack of gout. 


Ministers Evade All Drinks. 

Many of the leading men in the present 
ministry. for example, are teetotalers. 
Runciman, minister of education, is a life 
teetotaler. John Burns has never had a 
drink or a smoke in his whole life. Lioyd- 
George drinks a glass or two of wine when he 
ip on vacation or when he goes out to dinner, 
but usually, and when he is well, he never 
touches wine. '

‘The Woman’ as Found 


In Belasco’s New Play.

New York.—([®pecial Correspondencé. I Cherchez la femme.“ 
says William C. De Mille, a thousand ;eats after the French 
and forty years after his father; chercher la temme— there is 
always a drama fn that.” 

And so he has taken the woman afid inade her the wife of a 
corrupt otganization politician five years after she has had an 
affair with one since become a high standing, high sounding, 
highly honored insurgent. Thus he spits a flock of birds with 
one arrow—makes a woman's play a man’s play and builds it 
all on the oldest known recipe of drama aturgy—that same admon- 
itory “go find the woman” of the wise Frenchman, 

The woman in “The Woman,” which is the first Belas¢é pre 
duction of the season at the Republic theater, had, five years 
before the play takes up her case, a trial mafriuge experience 
with a promising young politician. At the end of a summer she 
left him and two years later married another politician, a wise 
worker with her father, the boss grafter of the party. At the 
opening of the play father and husband are in a fight for their 
political lives, with the newly sprung insurgents as their most 
bitter opponents. The leader of the insurgents, being the gentle 
man of the trial marriage incident, is now known as a parson’s 
pet, a leader of men with pure souls and a champion of the 
uplift. The organization men know the only chance they have 
on earth is to, as the politicians have it, get something on the 
stalwart and seemingly chaste bellwether of the opposition, and 
to this end they bend every energy. Finally they dig up the triai 
marriage incident, with the hotel blotter as proof and the hotel 
proprietor as chief corrobora tor. Only one thing is missing—the 
real name of the woman. 

To trap the Insurgent the organization leader tells him what 
has been discovered and adds that before night, unless she is 
warned, they will have the name of the Woman. The hunted 
man, he figures, will immediately try to communicate With the 
woman, and by this means she shall be traced, The scheme 
appears to work perfectly. The corruptionist is no sooner gone 
than the insurgent calls fot a New York wire, and the number of 
the phone is in the operator’s possession. Five minutes later the 
corfuptionist’s son-in-law calls for his home phone at the same 
number, and the audience realizes that the woman by sacrificing 
whose reputation the organization expects to defeat the fusur- 
gents is the deughter of the leader and the wife of his chief lieu- 
tenant.

FOR A CLEAN JUDICIARY. 

The managers of the Chicago Bar asso- 
ciation have taken a vigorous initiative on 
the judieiary situation. They propose an 
association primary and invite capable mem- 
bers to file petitions as‘ independent candi+ 
dates, 

As to the latter proposal, there must be 
important qualification, Too many inde 
pendent candidates of fait quality will scat- 
ter the vote and give the greater advantage 
to the dis¢iplined support whith the politi- 
cal machifiery will give the worst of its 
candidates, This point emphasizes the ne- 
céssity of united action by the profession, 
There should be some independents, but 
they should be no more than on the whole 
seems advisable, and they should be men 
who command the confidence of the bar, 
and, if possible, men got unknown to the 
press and public. 

The matagers also call for the support of 
Givic bodies. Tue Tristne wishes espe- 
cially to indorse this call. If the bar asso- 
ciation rises to its opportunity and presents 
the best ticket possible in the present de- 
plerable situation, there should be a eon- 
certed movement of eitisens to back it 
against the politicians.

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP AND STRIKES, 
Recent events in Great Britain have 
shown that the municipal ownership of 


street railways does not prevent labor dis | 
putes. 


In Glasgow, that shining exam,

There was 
a similar strike in Liverpool which lasted 
long after other disputes had been settled.

THE BAHAI PROPHET. 

With oppressive solemnity and impres- 
sive secrecy Abdul Baha Abbas, son of 
Baha'u'Uah and third prophet of the 
is traversing Eurdpe that his 
faithful may look upon him and hava 
their faith strengthened. It is his first 
venture among western people. Bahaism 
has its followers in Europe and the United 
States, but they have not seen the fea- 
tures or beard of the third prophet, and 
it is his purpose to grant them this privi- 
lege. 
A devout believer describes Bahaism 
as the spiritual Esperanto, seeking to dein- 
onstrate the fundamental unity of all -e- 
ligions, and to trace them to one divine 
source—secking further to unite all faiths 
io one. Three million people are said to 
have devoted themselves to this under- 
taking, and Abdul Baha Abbas is their 
prophet.

THE PRESIDENT ON THE TARIFF 
BOARD. 
In his address of yesterday at St. Louis 


the president follows his Grand Rapids 


the character, personnel, and work of the 
tariff board. i 

The address is in efféct another defense, 
though from a different angle, of his posi- 
tion respecting the wool, free list, and 
cotton bills of the special session. It la- 
cludes also an emphatic indorsement of the 
work thus far done by the tariff board, as 
illustrated in its report on print paper man- 
ufacture, and a vigorous reiteration ot his 
belief in the necessity for the tariff commis- 
sion basis for future tariff modification. 

The president also anéwers briefly the 
main criticisms of the tariff board plan. To 
that which declares that the board’s inves- 
tigations are not to be relied upon because 
it must secure its information from inter- 
ested parties, and that no information is 
available to it that is not available directly 
to the ways and means committee, and 
that the committee gan secure testimony 
of such people more effectually than the 
tariff board, he replies: 

“Such a statement fails entirely to rec- 
ognite the real character of the investiga- 
tien of the tariff board. Material secured 
by that board is not in the nature of testi- 
‘mony of different parties examined as to 
what they think on any of these facts. It 
is in the result of an examination of the 
| boeks and records of producers and munu- 
facturers and a tabulation from these hy 
the expert agents of the board, resulting in 
perfectly definite and precise informatimn 
as to the actual results given by the best 
industrial or eommereia! cperations for a 
given time, lu short, it is the substitution 
of records compiled from the books of the 
concerns for the testimony Of individuals.” 

As to the claim, especially urged by 
Speaker Clark in his public statement fol- 
lowing the president’s Hamilton speech— 
namely: that members of the ways and 
means committee and of the house are them- 
selves experts on tariff matters as a result of 
yeags of experience in dealing with tariff leg- 
islation, the president replies with pungent 
brevity: “The character of the investiga- 
tions made by members of the ways and 
means committee everybody knows. It con- 
sists in calling men engaged in the busi- 
ness and inviting their opinion as to the 
necessity for a tariff and as to whether it 
should be lowered or raised. Such investi- 
gations are the very ones which have met 
the criticism of the public and have given 
rise to a demand for a more scientific and 
impartial method of securing the facts upon 
the legislation which is to be passed.” 

The president restates his general posi- 
tion as to tariff making as follows: 

„ do not contend that the tariff can be 
taken out of politics, in the sense that it 
never will be made the subject of political 
discussion. Men differ radically as to the 
economical wisdom of a protective tariff, or 
a tariff for revenue only, and that must al- 
ways be the subject of political discussion. 
But there is 4 means of taking the ascer- 
tainment of facts away from a tribunal like 
that of the ways and mieans, which is nec- 
essarily hurried in its inquiries and neces- 
sarily lacking in thoroughness and the tem- 
per necessary to reach the most impartial 
conclusions. It is possible to transfer those 
investigations heretofore made by the ways 
and means and finance committees to & 
tribunal which will make a thorough and 
impartial inquiry. I do not mean to say 
that the tariff board which I have appointed 


ts constituted by the best method possible. 
| I do not think it is. 


I think it would be 
better to have it appointed by the presi- 
dent, with the confirmation of the senate, 


and of congress as far as that may be pos- 
sible under our system.” 

Such a permanent commission the presi- 
dent pledges himself to urge as long as he 
has authority so to do. Meanwhile he in- 
sists upon the importance of the work of the 
present board and the wisdom of awaiting 
its report upon schedules K and I, the wool 
and cotton schedules. 

Whatever opinion may be ef the presi- 
dent’s course in vetoing the three revision 
bills, it is to be-hoped the solid strength of 
the Republican party is with him in his ad- 
vocaey of the tariff commission plan for 
tariu revision. None but privilege hunters 
and their political agents can object to it. 
We surely have had more than enough of 
tariff making by political pull, by organized 
union of privilege-holders. It is this sys- 
tem that has developed and preserved so 
many of the vicious excrescences of the pro- 
tectire system.

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A WOMAN’S CAREER. 

An anonymous autobiography appeats 
this autumn bearing the title, A Wott- 
an Alone,“ and telling in a candid 
straightforward and unimaginative man- 
ner the story of an orphan who worked 
her way through an academy, afterward 
supported herself in New York for ten 
years and finally married and went west 
with ber husband. The book is 4 signifi- 
cant one, for the teason that it punctures 
the complafsant theory of many cout 
ageous women that a woman can get on 
as well alone as with the assistance of a 
man. In fact, were one to extract the 
essence of this confession it would te 
solve itself into the inquiry: “Is it bet 
ter for woman to marry any worthy man 
who wishes to marry her than for het to 
fight bet battle with lite alone?“ 

In a World of compromises it must, be 
admitted that most Women, as well 48 
most mef, have to put up, even in. theft 
marriages, with “second best.” That 
perfervid and decorative romance for 
which they hoped in thé roseate hours of 
early youth somehow evades them.

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Capt. Long and his father, Walter Long, 
both represent today the old Wiltshire house 
of Tylney Long. It is still rich family, but 
much ot its wealth was squandered by the 
fourth Baril of Mornington, whom his uncle, 
the great Duke of Wellington, used to de- 
scribe as the curse of the Wellesley family. 
He succeeded at the age of 24 in winning the 
hand of Catherine Long elder sis“er of Sir 
James Tylney Long and heiress to à portion 
of hie estates, valued at about $200,000 a year, 
and to a sum in cash amounting to a couple 
of million dollars. In fact, Miss Catherine 
Long at the time of her marriage in 1812 was 
counted as the greatest heiress of her day. 
The early. years of her married life were 
spent at Wanstead hall, a palace on. the 
borders of Epping forest which was said te 
have but one equal in England—namely: 
Blenheim—but of which today not one stone 
upon another is lett. 

For several years they lived happily and 
three children were born to them. Then sud- 
denly a change came over Lord Mornington, 
who developed into a fiend incarnate. How 
the transformation was brought about no 
one kneW definitely. For thé person most 
deeply concerned, the plundered heiress and 
neglected wife, kept her own counsel. What 
Is known Is that night after night when Lady 
Mornington lay dying. reveling went on until 
early in the morning at the great house; and 
if the stories of the villagers ef Wanstéad 
and Leyton are to be believed, not even the 
entertainments of the Hell Fire club of Med- 
ménham abbéy approached in wickednéss 
what took place at Wanstead hall. 

Lady: Mornington's great fortune could not 
stand the perpetual drain upon it. Imme- 
diately on her death the earl was obliged to 
leave England, and revenged nimself by sell- 
ing Wanstead hall to a Norwich Sullder on 
the condition that every vestige of the mag- 
pificent fabric above ground should be cleared 
away within twelve months. 
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Thereaftér Lord Mornington went from 
bad to worse, and behaved so shockingly— 
was to such an extent an otitcast—that a 
family council of the members of the house 
of Wellesley, presided over by the great Duke 
of Wellington, decided that he was unfit to 
be trusted with the care of his own sons. 

This opinion was approved by the courts, 
and at the instance of the victor of Waterloo 
the sons were made wards in chancery 
Finally, without a penny with which to bless 
himself. ostracized by all. subsisting on an 
allowance of $20 paid to him weekly by his 
uncle, the first Duke of Wellington, and after- 
wards by the second duke, the fourth Earl 
of Mornington died in humble lodgings in 
Thyer street, in the Marylebone district of 
London He was succeeded in the earldom 
of Mornington by his eldest son. who had long 
before cast him off and who himself died 
without issue, in Paris, in 1863, when the 
earldom of Mornington passed to his cousin, 
the second Duke of Wellington. 


Lord Leconfield, wie hes just married Miss 
Violet Rawscn, has one of the most beantt- 
ful country seats in England Petworth park, 
his place in Sussex, being, moreover, crowded 
| from. cellar to garret with the most wonder- 
ful art treasurés. It is especially identified 
with Turner, who in the days of the last Earl 
of Egremont (from whom it passed to the 
Lords Leconfield) may be said to have almost 
made his home there. The artist had his 
own suite of apartments at Petworth, and a 
large number of his paintings, now in pri- 
vate hands and in the National gallery in 
London, represent scenes in and around Pet- 
worth. ‘ 

Nor were the artist friends of this Lord 
Egremont treated in the least degree as pro- 
tégés or infericrs, but as distinguished Zueets.

Waldemar Kokovtzoff, who has been acting 
as premier since Stolypin was laid low by 
the assassin Bogroff's bullets ten days ago, 
is certain to be confirmed in that office bv 
the czar, and therefore it may be well to call 
attention to the fact that he is just as honest 
as Was thé murdered statesman, quite as 
strong and independent in character, and 
much more liberal. 

He enjoys to & far greater degree the ad- 
vantages of foreign travel than did his pred- 
ecéssor, and spent, when chief of the prisons 
ot the Russian government, a considerable 
time in the United States studying the vari- 
ous penal systems in use on this side of the 


— : 

In fact. Stolypin affected to care little or 
nothing for international politics, was con- 
spicuous by his absence whenever any meet- 
ing took place between the czar and the 
kaiser, the president of the French republic, 
King Edward, etc. It he thsisted upon the 
appointment of his brother · in · la w. Sassanof, 
as minister of foreign affairs, a little over a 
year ago, it was solely for the purpose of 
increasing the homogeneity of his admin- 
istration by getting rid of Izwolski, who had 
taken advantage of his position te endeavor 
to undermine him when making his reports 
to the emperor about foreign affairs. 

tzgwolski, now Muscovite ambassador in 
Paris, who enjoys the questionable distinc- 
tion of having been turned down by the Union 
club of New York when secretary of the 
Russian legation at Washington, had to make 
way for Sassanoff. But it is probable that 
the latter will now in turn be removed, and 
that Kokovtzoff will insist upon a compiete 
reorganization of the cabinet which Stolypin 
has succeeded in filling imost completely 
with near relatives or intimate personal 
friends: men, mdeed, upon whose obedience 
to his will he could absolutely rely, and who 
in consequence thereof distinguished them- 
selves by their opposition to Kokovtzoff. 

For Kokovtzoff and Stolypin were at no 
time on good terms with one another. They 
have been political adversaries for a number 
of years past. Kokovtzoff has constantly 
stood in the way of Stolypin’s projects, on 
the ground that they were eitner too arbi- 
trary or too Costly, while the same way 
Stolypin has prevented the realization of 
many of Kokovtzoff's projected financial re- 
forms. 

Especially in the matter of the treatment of 
the Jews were the two statesmen at vari- 
ance. Stoly pin, who cared nothing for public 
opinion abroad, was disposed to yield to 
popular sentiment in Russia, as expressed by 
the several dumas, and to render more strin- 
gent the legal disabilities of one kind and 
another imposed upon the 5,000,000 Hebrews 
subject to Muscovite rule. 


~~ 

Kokovtzoff, who realized the prejudice cre- 
ated abroad against Russia by oppression 
of the Jews, and the injury which it caused 
to Russitanm-credit on the foreign money mar- 
kets, and to the investment of foreign capital 
in the development of Russian industries and 
of her incalculably valuable latent resources, 
opposed Stolypin, supported in tle matter by 
th czar, and only within the laét few weeks 
prevented the enactment of a government 
decree whereby all state banks were required 
to discriminate heavily against Jews in the 
matter of discounting. their cormmer<ctal 
paper. 

In view of this rivalry betwéen the twe 
statesmen, it is, to say the least, an irony 
of fate that they should have been standing 
talking together when Stolypin was shot. 
and that the latter should have sunk into 
the arms of Kokovtzoff, who within an 
hour afterwards, was appointed by the em- 
peror to act for the present in his place as 
prime minister of Russia. 

Kokovtzoff has for years past enjoyed to 
a far greater degree than Stolypin or any 
other Muscovite statesman the favor, not 
only of the czar, but also of the two em 
presses, and ef most of the members of the 
imperial family. Two years azo, while in 
Livadia, after his return from Manchuria. 
where he had been present at the assassina- 
tion of the Japanese Prince Ito, at Harbin. - 
Nicholas, instead of according to him one of 
two audiences, which is about as much as 
ministers see of their soverign when sum- 
moned from the capital to make their official 
reports, was invited every day throughout 
his prolonged stay to luncheon and to dm 
ner, en famille, alone with the imperi 
couple and their children. 

In addition to this he was the solitary com- 
panion of the emperor in a number of the 
latier’s long walks. Compared to this. the 
reception accorded to Premier Stolypin, to 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Izwolski, and to 
the minister of war, Gen. Suchomlinoff, when 
they visited Livadia, was distinetly cold. 

Kokovtzoff has always been identified with 
the Liberal party and Russia is indebted to 


him tor every one of the reforms in Dena) 
legislation in the organization and in the 
management of her prisons, that have taken 
place during the last quarter of a century.

Lord Leconfleld came prominently in the 
public eye of Americans last summer in con- 
nection with his putting on the original O14 
Times *’ coach on the road between London 
and Brighton, by way of competing with 
Alfred d. Vanderbilt. The patronymic of 
Lord Leconfield is Wyndham, and if he is 
today in possession of Petworth it is because 
it was bequeathed dy the third and penulti- 
mate Earl of Egremont to his natural son, 
George Wyndham, along with a large share 
of his fortune. The remainder he distributed 
among his other natural children, one of 
whom, Mary Wyndham, married the first 
Dari of Munster, son of William IV. ana of 
Mrs. Jordan. In fact, the fourth and last 
Earl of Egremont, when he succeeded to hig 
uncle’s honors, found his peerage almost en- 
tirely denuded of its possessions and with 
but little left on which to maintain his dig- 
nity. 

This George Wyndham, eldest son of the 
ari of Egremont, entered the army, served 
through the Crimean war, attained the rank 
of colonel, and in 1859 was created a peer of 
the realm as Lord Leconfteld. His eldest sur- 
viving son, father of the present lord, suc. 
ceeded to the title tn 1800, marrying Lora 
Rosebery’s gifted sister. f

So the public mind has formed its opin- 
fon on certain nontechnical, perhaps quite 
crude, basic principles. They have faith in 
the man’s sincerity, in his desire to pro- 
tect them. They are pretty well satistied 
that while they have been busy at other 
things manufacturers of foods have al- 
lowed certain practices to become engrafted 
on their business. 

It ie quite beside the qnéstion that com- 
petition has forced these on unwilling pro- 
ducers; that the methods did no harm 
when done in a small way. The general 
run of man is convinced that they are there, 
that he cannot help himself, that somehow 
they are harmful, and that in Wiley he, the 
ordinary man, hag a champion who goes out 
to remedy the condition, 

The president has evidently taken this 
broader and more logical view of the con- 
troversy. He said in part: 

0 The broader issues raised by the inves- 
tigation which have a much weightier re- 
lation than this one to the general efficiency 
of the department may require much more 
radical action than the question I have con- 
sidered and answered,” 

This may mean that he sees ranifica- 
tions of personal feeling which he will 
weigh at his leisure and act apon his con- 
clusions, changing the personnel of the de- 
partment if this is thought necessary. 

Ie President Taft's history Is. any guide 
such an inquiry is not to his personal lik- 
ing nor in accord with his mental bent. It 
is more likely that his analytical mind has 
decided that these quéstions of pure food 
are broad. Possibly he has concluded that 
the logical place for such 4 bureau is asa 
part of a department for the protection of 
the consuming animal — human beings; 
that in such a combination these steps in 
evolution would be natural, and that the 
more this bureau expanded the more at 
home it would become.

Chicag

Five opera.companies and eight great or- 
chestras, as well as every European artist of 
note who will visit this side of the Atlantic 
will be heard in Chicago during the coming 
eight months. The season promises, there- 
fore, to be the busiest as well as the most 
significant in the history of the city. There 
will be the usual fifty-six cucerts by the 
Thomas orchestra, anu ten sunday concerts 
by the orchestra and artists of the Chicago 
opera, under the direction of Cleofonte Cam- 
panini. New York will send two orchestras 
to visit us, the Philharmonic, under its new 
conductor, Stransky, and the Symphony or- 
chestra, under Walter Damrosch. The Lon- 
don Symphony orchestra will be heard un- 
der the leadership of Arthur Nikisch, and 
concerts are planned by the Minneapolis, the 
Cincinnati, and the St. Louis symphony or- 
chestras. N 

Of the five opera companies here this win- 
ter two have already begun their seasons. 
These are the Thompson Opera company, 
now playing light opera at the Angelus thea- 
ter, and the new German theater devoted to 
the production of light German opera and 
German drama and seeking to occupy the 
field formerly exploited by the Criterion the- 
gter. Only by stretching civic pride and 
patriotism to the utmost can their activities | 
be regarded as a part of the serious musical 
season. But they at least indicate that the 
jove of music is widespread.

A gratefu] feature of the announcements 
of the Chicago Opera company's season is 
the prominence accorded an Illinois artist. 
Mrs. Minnie Saltzman-Stevens, a native of 
Bloomington and for rome years past con- 
¢picuous in the operas of London, Berlin, and 
Madrid, joins the Chicago opera as an inter- 
Meter of dramatic soprano solos in the Wag- 
nerian music-dramas. A part of her girlhood 
was spent in Chicago. Later, while stucging 
in this city, she filled positions In the choirs 
of the Forrestville Avenue and Plymouth 
Congregational churches. Two.and a half 
years ago she made her first stage appear- 
ance at Covent Garden, singing Brunnhildo 
in Die Ware“ She sang the other two 
Brunnhildes during this season. Her next 
engagement was at Lisbon, where she again 
sang The Ring,” always in German. She 
came back to London to sing Brunnhilde in 
„Die Walküre during another season. In 
Berlin she was heard as Brunnhilde in “ Sieg- 
fried."" London heard her first in her next 
part, that of Isolde. . 

After a brief visit to America, during which 
she gave two concerts in Bloomington, she 
went to Madrid to sing Brunnhilde in Die 
Gotterdämmerung She continued to sing 
in German, although the work was given in 
Italian. During the summer just past Mrs. 
Saltaman-Stevens has sung Sieglinde and 
Kundry at Bayreuth.

In addition to Die Walküre“ Lohen- 
grin,” and Tristan und Isolde.“ Humper- 
dinck's Hansel and Gretel is announced 
in the German repertory. It will be given in 
English. Dr. Alfred Szendrei has been en- 
gaged by Director Dippel to conduct the Ger- 
man performances. He was brought to this 
country,by F. C. Whitney for the proposed 
l of Richard Strauss' new opera, 
“The Rose Cavaller.“ Thanks to the extor- 
tlonate demands of the composer Mr. Whit- 
ney wes obliged to abandon his project and 
Mr. Dippel hastened to secure his contract 
with Dr. Szendrei.

Coincident with the last week of the Chi- 
cago opera season will be the engagement of 
the Lo réi opera company at the Lyric 

theater, This company has just reached San 
Francisco from Buenos Ayres after an ex- 
tended tour of the southern republics, and 
will pen its sixth tour of thiycountry in Los 
Angeles in October. On the way east it will 
visit San Francisco, Portland, Spokane, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Milwaukee, and Chicago. 
The Lombardi company will present eight 
operas during the week at the Lyric theater. 
Inasmuch as there is no conflict between 
the house of Ricordi and this organization 
it is safe to assume that Puccini's works will 
figure largely in the repertory. The singers 
announced to appear are unknown to local 


music lovers. They include Mme. Luisa 


Casazza, late of the Teatro Nazionale, Rome; 
Mmee Emilia Leovalll, Elvira Bosetti, and 
Lydia Levy, sopranas; Signors Agostino 
Guarnieri, Mario Corteda, and Manuel Sal- 
azar, tenors; Angelo Antola, Michele Giovac- 
chini, and Giuseppe Maggi, baritones; Al- 
cesta Mori, basso, and others to the number 
of 115. 

Responsibility for the spring season of 
opera will be assumed by the Aborn English 
Opera company, as in former years. Like 
the Lombardi conipany, they are anxious to 
make capital of the disagreement between 
Mr. Dippel and the house of Ricordi as to 
the Puccini operas, and desire to emphasize 
the fact that their repertory includes “ Mme. 
Butterfly,” La Bohéme,” and La Tosca. 
How is it that the Aborn and Lombardi com- 
panies are able to pay the Ricordis the roy- 
altles which the Chicago compan®, backed 
to the extent of $1,000,000, finds extortionate? 
Is it not possible that the Milan publishers 
are discriminating against the wealthier 
company? And, if so, is not this a fit subject 
for investigation by the office of the attorney 
general? 

— — 

An invasion of the east is planned by the 
Thomas orchestra this season to offset, per- 
raps,.the visits of the New York Sym- 
phony and Philharmonic orchestras. The 
contemplated tour with the Mendelssohn 
choir of /Tororto, which will take place in 
the spring, inspired Mr. Stock with the 
ambition to have his orchestra heard first 
in its full complement and in independent 
coficerts. Tnerefore on Dec. 11. 12, and 13 
the Thomas orchestra will play. in Philadel- 
phia, New York. Brooklyn, and Boston— 
four concerts in three days. tony 
In the meantime our ambitious uctor 
has been associated with the first perform- 

ance of the Bach-Buson!i-Middeischulte- 
Ziehn-Stock fvgue in Dortmund, Germany, 
whence many excited and inaccurate ac- 
counts of the event tell of the composite tri- 
umph. The facts of the case are as follows: 
Bach neglected to finish the last fugue in 
his master work Die Kunst der Fuge.“ 
The work proved @ riddle which no one 
cquid solve until Bernhard Ziehn, the 
Chicago theorist, discovered the key wheré- 
by itcould be worked out. Two years 
ago Busoni completed the fugue, mak- 
ing of it a masterly composition for piano 
Which not only completed the Bach fugue, 
out achieved a marvelous expression of mu- 
gical architecture. Middelschulte was at- 
tracted by the immense possibilities of the 
work if transferred to the organ and at 
once set about that congenial task. 
Steck was finally drawn into the com- 
Bination to assist in the orchestration 
and to conduct the performance. By 
all accounts it was an interesting occasion 
and we are led to believe that the German 
critics gave a certain measure of credit to 
Zi , Middelechulte, and Stock, some por- 
tion of which they permitted to reflect upon 
Chicago as fhe present dwelling place of 
these distinguished German artists. 4

In connection with the forthcoming visits 
of the Minneapolis, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
New York, and London orchestras one ven- 
tures to suggest that it would be less expen- 


ging conductors. It is 
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with the hearty sympathy of Mr. Stock and 


the orchestra management, for the latter 
have exerted themselves to aid the concerts 
of visiting orchestras, placing their mailing 
list at their disposal and otherwise exhib- 
iting a bnoad minded and hospitable policy. 
But the transperting of a great orchestra 
is a costly undertaking and while it is inter- 
esting to the music lovers of Chicago to be- 
come acquainted with the organizations sup- 
ported by other cities it would be no less 
interesting to leu to know theif conductors 
independently. 2 

In this way, too, it would be possible to 
have with us more frequently the great Eu- 
ropean conductors. Nikisch comes fo us this 


year with the London Symphony orchestra.’ 


How much more simple.if he could employ 
our own orchestaa. When he goes to Russia. 
as he does each year, he does not take the 
Berlin Philharmonic or Leipsic Gewandhaus 
orchestra with him. In England he uses an 
English orchestra. and in Paris a French 
orchestra. Similarly we might send Mr. 
Stock to Boston, while we invited Dr. Muck 
to fill his place here. Or he might.go to New 
York while Mr. Damrosch came to us, or to 
Minneapolis in exchange for Mr. Oberhoffer. 
Such a plan could only operate to the broad- 
ening and strengthening of American mu- 
sical life,

The preceding summary contains the most 
important changes in the football rules this 
year, and every coach, player, and offictal 
should make note of these alterations in or- 
der to avoid disputes or wrangles, so un- 
pleasant to spectators. 

Two of these changes were adopted at a 
meeting of coaches, players, and officials held 
in New York on Friday, at which Walter 
Camp presided, and there is every reason to 
believe the alterations will be adopted in 
other sections of the country.

IN WEIGHT THROWING EVENT. 


New Yorker Makes Heave of 40 Feet 
63%, Inches with 56 Pound Missi! 
in Games of Canadian A. A. U. 


Montreal, Que., Sept. 23.—A world’s record 
by Matt McGrath in throwing the fifty-six 
pound weight featured the annual champion- 
ships of the Amateur Athletic union of 
Canada here this afternoon. McGrath in 
three out of his six throws beat the old 
world’s record made by Flanagan at James- 
town four years ago.

But the things he does and says and 
the way he goes about his conversation are 
erdinarily pretty good indications of this. 

“A good address consists of several ele 

merts. The first is the matter of physical 
appearance. I do not mean to say thet a 
men must be specially dressed. He must, 
however, be neat, clean looking, bright ap- 
pearing, and must have the evidences of good 
character in his face. die is in a man’s 
favor. It is not necessary that a salesman 
be a big fellow, but in the matter of ap- 
proaching men eize is always a good thing. 
I do mean to say that little men are not 
* They are. I know lets of 
bright little men who have made the best 
sort of successes, but as an average proposi- 
tion the larger man has fewer difficulties, 
other things being equal. 

There is the other and important quality 
going to make up a good address. Probably 
the manner of the man is even more essen- 
tial than hig physicallooks, The two go bang 
in hand, of course, at least when it comes to 
sizing up a man foremployment.

Soon bad reports began to come 
in and when ! sent out an assistant manager 
to look over the territory the reason was 
plain. He was not only a cigaret smoker but 
a fiend. He hadn't the strength and stamina 
for the work and I had to let um go. This is 
only an example. ; 

“I lay much stress on the moral character 
of the men who represent us on the road. 
The people who deal with us are the kind who 
want to do business with clean men. Sooner 
or later we know itif a man succumbs moral- 
ty. If we don't detect it any other way our 
customers let us know, mainiy because they 
know the character of the house and want to 
deal with right men.” 

“Where do you recruit your salesmen?’ 
was asked. 

“ Well, we like to take our own men out of 
the house and send them out. They know our 
lines and methods and they de the best work 
for us.

R. F. Haegelin, sales manager of Franklin 
MacVeash & Co., told me other interesting 
things about the job, hunting salesman.

It is too jong and too costly 
a thing to educate men to the business. Sell- 
ing fancy groceries is not so simple as one 
might erringly think. We heve, for instance, 
dome 8,000 items to sel], and they can't be 
learned in a little while by the man who 
hasn't a pretty good previous knowledge of 
groceries. 

“In addition the epplicant must be bright 
and intelligent locking, must seem to de 
alert and ready to grab at opportunities. 1 
can tell readily enough from a man’s looks, 
his mode of address, and what he says to me 
whether he is mentally constituted for sales- 
manship, We must recruit all our salesmen 
from the outside. It would be bard to say

get bright, intelligent clerks with experience 
in some fancy retail grocery. Our work is 
different from that to be done by the sales- 
man of the regular country or city jobber.

+ Yn our day the mail traffic of large business 
concerns has swollen to gigantic proportions, 
and even the simple labor of 
affixing stamps requires a Abolishing 
special clerica! staff. “No the Postage 
wonder, therefore, says the 
Umschau, “if the problem e 
has been considered how the stamp could be 
abolished altogether without prejudice tothe 
interests of the postoffice. Proposals of this 
character have not been wanting, as, for 
instance, in Bavaria, since February 1, 1910, 
large consignments are simply stamped with 
a pestmark at the postoffice, he operation 
being carried out by machinery. In this way 
the postoffice has saved the expense for paper 
and the printing costs for ten million stamps, 
while the business world has economized time 
and money, for affixing stamps to one thou- 
gand letters requires about an hour and a halt 
of time. 

“This method of treatment, while fairly 
satisfactory, is still primitive.

Tramp Human After All. 

What can be done with them? The Russell 
Sege foundation has the problem up for 
geientific consideration.

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NDER the occupational diseases 
bill employés in Illinois factories have 
the benefits of a law that already has 
been made effective in several states, 
Long ago in registration areas that 
include manufactories whose output entails 
the handling of poisonous substances and the 
4 attendant dusts, fumes, and vapors arising 
from the use of these substances it was dis- 
covered that paralysis, blindness, and half a 
score of infirmities more or less pronounced 
were the wage earner'’s almost certain end 
Under the general conditions governing his 
work his chance of life or disability after 
a period could be closely reckoned if he 
should continue steadily at his position. 
That the lot of such workers shall be made 
brighter is the purpose of this occupational 
disease bill. It is a broad measure and in 
its first section includes every employer of 
labor in this state who is carrying on any 
work or process which subjects employés to 
the danger of illness or of disease incident 
to such work and to which employés in other 
lines of work ordinarily are not exposed: 


Specifically the law names as poisonous 
substances sugar of lead, white lead, lead 
chromate, litharge, red lead, arsenate of lead, 
and paris green. It refers to the manufacture 
of brass, the smelting of lead and zinc as ex- 
ceedingly dangerous to the health of the 
employé. But in more general terms the law 
is made to include any process of manufac- 
ture which necessitates the handling of po- 
sonous chemicals, minerals, or other sub- 
stances’ in any harmful quantity.

Protection Demanded of Employer. 
Wherever the employé may be working 


under these dangerous conditions suggested 
it becomes the duty of the employer to pro-

vide in several ways for the protection of his 
einployés, ‘ 

He must provide proper working clothing 
for the employés, to be kept and used by the 
employé solely in his work and without cost 
to the worker. This clothing the employer 
must maintain in good condition for the in- 

„ dividual worker. If noxious vapors, fumes, 
and dust attend the work the employer must 
provide respirators and require his employés 
to use them while at their work. Separated 
from the working rooms of such employés 
the employer must maintain a dressing room 
with lavatories having hot and cold water, 
Sap and clean towels, shower bath, and in 
addition provide clean lockers into which the 
street clothes of the workers may be kept 
free of poisonous contact. 

Further, the employer must provide an 
eating place separated from any room in 
which contaminating factory fumes or dusts 
may enter and there provide wholesome 
drinking water in sanitary receptacles, closed 
from dust. ; 

It is imposed upon the employer thag as 
far as possible he shal) make use of equip- 
ment which in the greatest degree possible 
shall keep down the dust of the working 
quarters of his men. No sweeping shall be 
done in working hours unless floors are suf- 
ficiently dampened to prevent dust. Further. 
the floors shall be as close and hard as prac-- 
ticable in order to prevent dust gathering on 
the floor surface. While such dust may form 
in working operations, dust carriers must be 
arranged to take it out of the atmosphere 
of the working quarters. Hoods and cover- 
ings of like nature shall be placed above 
the worker who has the mixing of poisonous 

compounds, for the purpose of protecting the 
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ployer of persons working under these cop. 
ditions must employ a competent Hens 
physician at least on¢e a month to Makes 
physical examination of each emplyé® 
ascertain if any {l!ne®s or disease is thant 
fest as traceable to the occupation of tf 
employé.

Curtiss Navy Hydro-A 

The Curtis people have been carrying on 
an, interesting series of experiments with 
the hydro-aeroplane at their proving 
grounds of late, and Lieut. Ellison has suc- 
ceeded in aunching the machine into the air 
from a stretched wire as a track, the idea 
being that such a launching device could be 
rigged on any battleship without interfer- 
ence with any part, enabling the aviator to 
get up into the air in winds which would 
make rising from the water impossible. 

Since a hydro-aeroplane can land safely ir 
water much too rough to start from, this will 
be a distinct advantage for naval use. 

It is interesting to note that the Curtiss 
people are spending much of their time in 
the development of the flying machine as a 
war instrument, nearly all of their experi- 
ments pointing toward their having an eye 
on government contracts as the next busi- 
nese opening, ahead of the mere exhibition 
side. 

This ts only in accord with the policy of

The Office Boy Is Getting Scarce, He Earns 
Higher Wages and He Is More Independent. 


Here Are the Reasons 
Geor re Wallace Is Voted 
the Cit Model Office 
Boy’’ by the Civil 

rvice Commission; He 
Is 1 to Work for 

5 per Week: He Is 

rompt; Doesn’t Smoke 
or Drink; He Is 
Respectable, Ambitious 
and Polite,

EORGE WALLACE, a 15 year old boy, 
is the only real “ office boy among 
the twenty thousand eity employés. 
According to his employer. R. A. Wid- 

dowson, secretary of the civil service 

commission, George is the model office boy. 
A model office boy must be willing to 
work,“ said Mr. Widdowson. “ He must be 
on time in the morning and must be willing 
to remain at his post of duty until closing 
time. A model office boy must have no bad 
habits; he must be quiet, obedient, reapectful, 
and polite. The office boy who thinks he owns 
the office is no good. The model office boy 
knows his place and does not presume. He 
doesn't ask to get off in the afternoon and 


doesn't ask foolish questions, and he does . 


not smoke. I think that George Wallace is 
the ideal office boy. Ke is ambiiious, too, 
and intends going to night school to fit 
himself for a position as civil engineer. He 
is willing to work for a small salary.” 

George Wallace, the model office boy,” is 
a slender boy of 15, just four feet tall, and 
wears short trousers. . His eyes are brown 
and serious, and he is modest and friendly. 
What do they think I am, the president?’ 
asked George when told that he was to be in- 
terviewed. *‘ Why, I’m just an office boy, but 
this is a mighty fine job. 

Tes, I think a boy should be satisfied to 

start in at 65 a week. That's what I’m get- 
ting,. but I hope to get more before long. 
Office boys shouldn't read trashy books. I 
never read ‘Diamond Dick’ or detective 
stories or anything like that. I don’t think 1 
shall ever ask to get off in the afternoon to 
see a ball game. Sunday is time enough to 
gee a ball game. I won’t smoke or drink until 
I’m over 21. I won't try to boss the office; 
Fm an office boy, not a csar.” 
The office boy is passing away. Hence he 
fs becoming valuable. In time he may be as 
beautifully extinct and precious as the three 
toed horse. His passing is shown by figures 
from the Illinois department of factory in- 
spection—firet to sound the alarm. In 10901 
there were 19,680 minors employed in the 
state, in 1908 there were 10,004. a decrease 
of 9,885. The percentage of minor employ és 
to total employés was 4.1, whereas in 1908 
it was only 1.8. Not all those who are gone 
were office boys, of course, but O, how many 
a séraphic, freckled: office boy countenance 
is among the missing! 

With deer ng numbers the office bor is 
becoming properly valuable. Ten years ago 
an office boy could be bought for $8 a week. 
Now a $3 boy costs $4. The average wage of 
Chicago office boya—l4 to 16 years of age 
ie $5.86, and the average wage of factory 
boys, who run errands and do other im- 
portant things in garment factories, wood 
and metal work shops, eto, is $4.75. The 
high average for the office “ kid” is due 
to the nobility and gentry of office boydom. 
which reigns in brokerage offices, banks, and 
uncer special employment. 

The point is being reached, however, when 
the office boy will be recognized as a rare 
jewel in the business diadem. The city of 
Chicago at the present date has not one 
Office boy on its pay roll, and ff it did dave 
would pey him $10 a week. Moreover, em- 
ployers are beginning to find it worth while 
to discuss the advantages, honors, and possi- 
bilities of the office boy profession. A time 
may come when the corporations will angle 
for office boys with lithographs like those 
that now entice the soldier to the army and 
the sailor to go down to the ses in Dread- 
noughta

Benefits Seldom Realized 

Thie, for instance, is from William G. 
Schroeder, secretary of the Continental end 
Commercial National bank, which employs 
thirty office boys and over 100 messengers: 

“Few office boys,” says Mr. Schroeder, 
“realize the benefits to be gotten out of 
their position. They come in thinking that 
when they have been made tellers or book- 


keepers they will show what is in them. 


They do not think that the real time io 
make a showing ie while they are office boys. 
But the office boy has several advantages 
that come with his employment. He comes 
into direct touch with his employer and is 
under his observation. He comes in contact 
with every department head and has a chance 
to learn the requirements of each. 

“If an office boy wil! keep his eyes and hip 
ears open and his mouth shut—his mouth 
shut, I repeat—he has a chance to pick up 
many business points that those a etep 
above him do not. He has a chance to see 
how the bank officers handle customers and 
to see mans things of value to him. In all 
large businesses there are special positiona. 
Those office boys who show particular clever- 
ness and tact and enterprise are often Jumped 
over several positions in the regular routine 
of promotion and are made assistants to one 
or other of these special officers with the 
best of chances of promotion. Therefore I 
repeat the office boy has several advantages 


through the character of his employment, 


and the time for a boy to exert himself and 
do his best is while he is still an office boy. 

This tribute to the office boy is ehared by 
M. T. Cook, division commercial superin- 
tendent of the Western Union, who speaks 
regarding messengers. 

“If a messenger boy is ambitious and 
realizes that he is really an important part 
of the business world he will succeed,“ says 
Mr. Cook. “If he only comes in for the few 
dollars he can earn he will not amount to 
much. But the messenger training is a help 
to any boy. He learns to be quick and sharp 
and to use his head in the delivery of mes- 
sages. The quicker he can get back the more 
he cam earn. The company has recently ar- 
ranged so any boy who desires may learn to 
become an operator. Many of our managers, 
especially in the smaller towne, began as 
messenger boys. . 

„Our greatest difficulty in keeping an et- 
fidient force is due to the loss of boys who 
are taken from us by banks and business 
houses. A bright boy often makes a favor- 
able impression in some office where he de- 
livers messages. and so secures a position. 
The banks in particular have taken many of 
our best boys.“

Restrictions as to Age. 

When the would-be office boy of 14 or 15 
years starts out to assume business pgesponsi- 
bilities he comés into contact with the fac- 
tory inspector. He is not allowed to assume 
the important duties which will be assigned 
to him until he has shown that he is of the 
proper age. According to the statutes no 
boy is allowed to work at all who ie not 14 
years of age. From 14 to 16 he is allowed 
to work eight hours a day, but only between 
the hours of 7a. m and 7 p. W. He is for- 
hidden to work at dangerous ange These 
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inelude the sewing of machine belts, the oi!- 
ing and adjusting of machinery, the opera- 
tion of circular or band saws, wood sharpen- 
ers, wood jointers, planers, sandpaper or 
wood polishing machinery, emery or polish- 
ing wheels for metal, wood turning or boring 
machinery, stamping machines for metal, 
corrugating machines, passenger or freight 
elevators, steam boilers, laundry, cracker 
making and other power machinery. They 
cannot be employed in bowling alleys, places 
where liquors are sold. or in the manufacture 
ot white lead, colors, or dangerous chem- 
fea! compounds. 

After a boy reaches his sixteenth birthday, 
however, he ie free of restraint and may 
work at whatever he can find to do, 

Restriction and Inspection are reducing 
the number of office boys and other youthful 
employés. In 1901 there were 17,200 estab- 
lishments inspected in IIlinois and 19.880 
children found employed. In other words, at 
least one child was found in each place in- 
spected, whereas tn 1908 there was only one 
ehild worker to nine establishments. The 
number of boys and girls between the ages 
of 14 and 16 employed in the state of Lilinois 
during various years follows:

The legal restrictions reducing the num- 
ber employed, have helped to raise the wage 
scale. Higher pay also has followed the 
advance of pay for grown employés. In th« 
department stores what was a cash boy |: 
1903 at $2.50 a week became in turn a cas? 
girl, and later, in most stores an automat! 
contrivance. Those boys who remain are 
paid now an average of $3.50 a week. Boy: 
in such employments as candy factories, bo> 
factories. etc., have secured an advance o 
80 per cent in ten years. Boys in whole 
sale and mail order houses in the same perioc 
have advanced $1 a week or 25 per cent, an 
now receive on an average $4. 

Telegraph messenger boys are paid eithe: 
weekly wages or on a commission basis, th 
latter wherever business is heavy enough t 
enable the bors to make a living. The uwsue 
rate of remuneration is 2 cents a messag< 
According to Mr. Cook thirty boys in on 
city under somewhat unusual circumstance 
earned a monthly average of $6. The Chi 
cago force of the Western Union is turne: 
three times a year, the largest loss in boy 
being at the beginning of school terme i:. 
the fall and after the holidays. 

The city of Chicago, in following out the 
newest civil service schedule, finds itself in 
the position of not being able to hire an 
Office boy. The minimum pey scheduled, ac- 
cording to R. A. Widdowson, secretary of the 
civil service commission, is $480 a year, or 
about $10 a week. But a helper so employed 
has some clerical duties end as a result is 
not free as an Office boy. The old civil service 
schedule provided for “salaries less then 
$800."" The high rate the city must pay for 
its office boys has been noised abroad and the 
commission is receiving letters and telegrams 
from distant cities inquiring into the truth 
of the assertion that office boys receive $10 
in Chicago. Unless the situation is ex- 
pleined it is feared the population will be 
unduly increased by ambitious youths from 
far cities. 
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Chance for the Boy. 

A statement is made in regard to Butler 
Bros., one of the Chicago mail order houses. 
which should be of encouragement to the $4 
office boy wherever he is at work. This 
statement is to the effect that of the present 
department heads in the business one-third 
began as $3 office boys and have remained 
with the house until they have reached thetr 
present positions. There appears, in this 
instance at least, to be plenty of room at the 
top for office boys. 

There are thirty-five or forty boys in the 
house all the time,” says T. C. Cooper, one 
of the department heads. We secure these 
boys without advertising. Every spring 
about thirty days before school closes we 
send out a set of blank applications to the 
principals of those schools which appear to be 
located best to furnish the class of boys we 
want. The bors who make application are 
classed A.“ B. and C. according to the 
impression they make in an interview. We 
secure about 160 names for our files each 
spring in this way and when we needa boy 
we try one, first from the ‘A list. 

“The matter of home surroundings is im- 
portant with us as we wish to select those 
boys who will be most likely to remain with 
the house. We lose every year, however, 
probably half our boys, who leave us usually 
for what they regard as better positions. A 
boy starts in as a ‘waiting order clerk,’ 
then becomes an ‘ operating boy.’ and then is 
advanced to one of the merchandise depart- 
ments. The boys are checked up every three 
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months and these worthy of it given a small 
advance in pay. We try to keep the boys 
moving. We watch them all the time and 
don't let them sit down and get to loafing. 
They are on the alert and soon show what is 
in them.” 
* 
Banks Require References. 

The banks afe more particular than many 
other employers in selecting their office 
boys. School certificates are required by all 
employers to show legal age. A note or 
recommendation from a teacher le generally 
given considerable weight by all employers, 
The banks as a rule require references that 
will give them an accurate history of the 
boy during five years. If he has been em- 
ployed previously he has to account for 
every minute of his employment. The boys 
are put under bond ag soon as employed. 
Most employers now pay this expense, which 
was formerly required of the new boy him- 
self, another recognition of the boy's present 
importance. 


Da Vinci an Inventive Genins 


as Well as Wonderful Artist. 


By A. DICK 


ACE in the fifteenth century there 
lived 4a man of such learning and 
achievements that Thomas A. Edison 
recently remarked of him that he was 
** as great an inventive genius as ever 

lived.” This mn was Leonardo da Vinci 
and Edison was standing at his tomb. The 
tribute wag paid not to Da Vincias a painter, 
a sculptor, an author, a diplomat, a courtier, 
or @ poet, but te Da Vinci as the supreme 
hydraulic engineer and inventor of his time; 
to Da Vinci, a man who was the pioneer in 
meeting nearly all the questions of modern 
engineering. 

This Italian inventor devised methods of 
conserving water, of cutting canals. Even 
the germ of the modern airship was among 
the products of his extraordinary versatil- 
ity. He left little for others to originate, 
so broad was the field of his labors. 

Four centuries ago Francis I. said of him, 
Never man came into the world who 
knew so much.“ Yet Leonardo to a great 
extent was self-taught. Born in 1462, the 
son of Pietro da Vinci, his mother, it is said, 
being @ servant in his father’s house, he 
was nevertheless brought up with hie father’s 
family. His education was not completed 
until he Was of advanced middle age. 

As he said himself he had to fill in the gaps 
of an unequal education, but the fact of 
having to convey to others what they de- 
manded led him to acquire closer stepping 
stones of knowledge, whereas in his youth he 
had skipped from one landing stage to anoth- 
er, Hig extraordinary acumen for mathe- 
matics as acquired then gave the first glimpse 
of his mental powers, and there is no doubt 
that his quick reasoning mind led to the 
conception of many of those practical feats 
which made him considered a man of such 
extraordinary all around ability. Yet-it is 
as a painter and a sculptor only that he is 
known perhaps to nineteen out of twenty of 
even the fairly well informed public. 

Like many other great inventive geniuses 
Da Vinci never seemer to tire, and from 
searching for models for one of his great 
creations he would plan out a scheme of lav- 
ish entertainment when a patron desired to 
impress a visiting foreign potentate with a 
great fete In Paris once, when the name 
of Da Vinci came up at an entertainment 
at the Automobile club, a well knowm French 
aeronaut mentioned that Mongolfler was 
given the credit of certain discoveries in 
ballooning, but it was highly prebable that, 
for some scenic or original effect in his “ en- 
tertainments,’’ the great man of the fifteenth 
century had probably used the same device.

In 1469, when the Duke 
of Milan desired to give a great fete in cele- 
bration of the young Duke Giovan Galeazzo's 
mar with Isabelia of Arragon, he invent- 
ed a moving representation of the planets, 
which, as they approached the roya! party 
in their evolutions, opened of themselves and 
discovered a person dressed to represent the 
deity attributed to each planet, who recited 
verses composed by Belincionni in honor ef 
the occasion.

From his earliest youth Da Vinci devised 
and invented machines for lifting great 
weights, reck borers, improvements in watch 
movements—these were more models than 
anything—and supervised the construction 
of milla. He accomplished so much with 
his weight lifting machines that he thought it 
possible so to increase their power that he 
should be able to lft a whole cathedral and 
replace it elsewhere without injuring a stone 
of its architecture. But his somewhat vis- 
ionary project wes abandoned. Neverthe 
lens, thinking out such a titanic idea maue 
lesser matters simple to this almost supem 
human mind. 7 
But it was not for his aptitude in deins 
master of the revels which made him 80 @t- 
tractive at various courts. It was first his 
personal character and cleverness. and his 
counsel, especially about Italian affairs, was 
master, Francis . 


Milan A 

Of course as & ter he wae desired for 
the beautifying of palaces and the general 
embellishment of cities. What Milan owes to 
him can only be appreciated by the student 
in these days, but let It be repeated that be 
came in for his full share of encouragement 
and praise during the course of his long so- 
journ in that city. He left it when the ducal 
fortunes came to a low ebb, but then only 
went to his country home. He had deen 
greatly chagrined at there being no money 
to buy the bronze for an enormous equestrian 
statue, for which he had spent years in per- 
fecting the design. 

The eventual imprisonment and death of 
the Duke of Milan and hip own fortunes 
being so low caused his migration to Florence. 
But the necessity of altering his lavish mode 
of Itving to an extent soured his disposition 
and for many years he made enemies, not e 
actly from his arrogance but from his desire 
to preserve his prestige. In this there may 
have been a certain amount of vanity, for it 
is on record that he took great umbrage on 
one occasion at being pald part of his month- 
ly allowance in small coins. But his is only 
indicative of the hyper-sengitiveness of the 
man in what one might call a “ petty mo- 
ment ineidental to the lives of many great 
men. 

Certain engineering feats which he accom- 
plished were only known in own province, 
but one such claimed the admiration of all 
Italy. This was the canal of the Martesans. 
by which he brought the waters of the Adda 
nearly 200 miles into Milan. Rather curlous- 
ly he had not made such 4 great study of 
engineering which goes to show what inborn 
genius for overcoming every natural obstacle 
he must have possessed. Earlier he had 
diverted the waters of the Ticino to irrigate 
all the agricultural countfy on the right 
bank of the river, In order to do this and te 
atudy the country he made protracted tours. 

As regards crafts he is accepted by many 
as being the originator of engreving on wood 
and copper. | 

Mr. Edison has alluded to Da Vinci's versa- 
tile mind; this should also apply to his talents, 
for he was a most accomplished musician 
and the lyre was his favorite instrument. 
He improvised his own actompaniments to 
his few songs, but few of these poems are 
extant. Of course it was painting which led 
him when « comparatively young man te 
affluence and gave bim the sinews of war 
to live lavishly when still younger.

must get money to cut down grades, to get 
emoeoth, hard surfaces, to get good drainage, 
and to reduce the cost of maintenance. When 


this is done the farmer can go from his farm 


to his market or shipping station quicker 
and carry e digger load. The firm roadbed 
and smooth, heavy steed make the railroad’s 


cars and engines last longer, and the sub- 
atantial, well made country road makes the 
farmer’e horses, wagons, and harness last 
lenger. The saving to the railroads is only 
@ mall fraction of a cent on each ton hauled 
ene mile, while the saving to the farmer is 
16 conte a tena mile. The difference In cost 
ef hauling will often turn a losing farm into 
@ paying one. 

With a good road a farmer who lives fifteen 
miles from a shipping station is better off 
than one who lives only five miles away with 
@ poor road. The man with a good road, 


trips quicker and carry from two to three 
times as much on his wagon, and, what is 
more important, can depend upon his road 
and bridges every day in the year, while the 
man who encounters swollen streams and 
impassable roads often loses hie best market 
and his vegetables decay on his bands. 


We have 2,100,000 miles of public roads. 
From the best information obtainable there 
are about 44,000 miles, or two miles out of 
each hundred, under a high standard of im- 
provement. There are not more than 178, 
600 miles, or eight miles out of each hundred, 
under any kind of improvement. in other 
words, we bave 1,925,000 miles of public 
roads which are In as poor condition now as 
they were when they were laid out dy our 
early settiers and pioneers. 

N ie the duty of every citizen of the United 
States to aid the farmer in every way con- 
sistent with business principles to market 
hie products to best advantage. 

If we build 100,000 miles of public highway 
annually for ten years, giving the country 
1,000,000 miles of good public roads, at an 
average cost of §3,000 per mile, or §300,000,- 
000 annually, we will be engaging in a na- 
tional development the advantages of which 
in economies, commerce, comfort, and en- 
hanced land values none can foretell. This 
work, if carried on by counties and town- 
ships, as at present, will be slow. It should

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Those Governors Who Know 


Approve of Woman Suffrage. 


By BELLE SQUIRE. 


If any man in public life wants to get a 
fair share of free advertising, all he has w 
do is to come 9 publicly for or against 
votes for women. ‘If he g enounces it the aus 
rejoice; E he mildly ratifies it, the suffragists 
put him upon tbe roll pf honor, and there he 
steys, for few men brave enough to venture 
out of the fort of any buttressed prejudice 
ever go back again. At last count, then, the 
suffracists were far in the lead, so far as 
well known. men are concerned. As for the 
rank and file of men, the matter can only 
be settled at the polls, whenever the men 
higher up will give them a chance. 

Now the reason for the above is this. 
Somewhere in the far east of this great land 
there has been a conference held by all the 
governors ot all the states in the union, and 
as five only of these many states are true 
democracies, where there is a government 
of the people, by the people, and tor the peo- 
ple, and as consequently only five of these 
governors have the honor of being at the 
head of a really free people, the chance to get 
these five governors to declare their views 
upon the burning issue of the day seemed too 
good a chance to be missed by the ever active 
champions of equal rights in New Tork City. 

If the chance was too good to be missed by 
the suffragists, it was also too good to be 
missed by the governors, wha, it might be pre- 
sumed, would be only too willing to have 
such an opportunity of scoring high in the 
favor of at least one-half of their constitu- 
ency. All five of these governors declared 
in favor of the system under which they 
were elected to office. They each said thet 
woman suffrage was a splendid thing, that it 
worked well in practice, that it tended to the 
betterment of the hole people. 

* 


Ways of the Politician. . 

What else could they say, however? Sup- 
pose that each of those men had been elected 
to office in. a state where Irishmen consti- 
tuted one-half the voters, and that in other 
states Irishmen were barred out of the elec- 
torate because they were Irish, think you 
that any governor owing his office to the 
votes of Irishmen would dare to do other- 
wise than commend Irishmen wherever he 
found them? What man, let alone what poll- 
tician or what statesman, in his right senses 
is going to do otherwise than commend the 
kind of people who have made him what 
he is? 

Now the point is this: If fifty governors of 
fifty states each said that woman suffrage 
was good it would not make it true. It is tes- 
timony and testimony only. We women who 
believe in equal rights should not care es- 
pecially who denounces it or who upholds 
it, nor bank upon the latter for the reason 
that we should seek the ballot because it is 
our inherent right; because in withholding 
the ballot from us our government is false to 

its fundamental principles; because we should 
labor to g e our country from becoming a 
byword 8 g, the nations, and because we 
should resent with every fiber of our being 
the intélerable ble indignity, the implied insult 
of being. elapsed among the outcasts and the 
Wee ot organised society. 

We shauld say: Except in so far as it 
may retard. or advance the movement, I care 
not who approves or who denounces. I de- 
lieve in this cause because it is intrinsically. 
right and just that no human being should 
be deprived of fundamental rights and pivi- 
leges because. ‘of the form or the color or 
the racial p of. the human form in 
which he N to be born, and God knows 
we have no cholce ot that in any way.“ : 


and brave enough to come out unsought and 

without urging to declare in favor of equal 
justice to all alike, whether male or female, 
men who are not ashamed to champion the 
fundamental principles upon which their gov- 
ernment is founded; we want men to do this 
er else to declare to all the world that free- 
dom and liberty are idle dreams; that the 
founders of their government were deluded 
fools, that their experiment has ended in 
failure, and that government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people is but the 
chimera of a diseased and weakened brain. 

The supreme egoism, the superb self-con- 
ceit of those men who declare that the mere 
fact of maleness entitles them to superior 
advantages, privileges, and rights simply be- 
cause they were born males passes my com- 
prehension, as does the supineness of those 
women who are even too passive to think 
upon the subject or resent the implication— 
but we are wandering from our text. Ar 
other time I will discourse upon what the 
governors said and thereby point a new 
moral and adorn another tale.

Quite apropos of thé for ng and showing 
the danger and weakness of bolstering up an 
argument upon individual testimony, is a 
story of Admiral Togo of flowery Japan, who 
has but lately returned home after a visit 
to our shores, where he was toasted and dined 
to the fullness. of his gastronomic discon- 
tent. 

It used to be that every. distinguished (or

No one, while visiting in America, 
at least. or while dependent upon American 
hospitality, denies the truth of the asser- 

on. 

As the superior charm of American woman 
is now a fact by virtue of patient reiteration, 
we are forced into new fields and now we ask 
our guests what they think about votes for 
women and the answer gets wide publicity, 
though the answers are not so unanimous as 
formerly. In answer to the question Do you 
believe in woman suffrage?” if the gues¢ 
says No!“ the entis rejoice; if he says 
es, the suffragists score.

To come back to Admiral Togo. His an-

Of course it is good advertising in many 
ways for women who believe in freedom to 
get together the governors of free states to 
declare publicly that they, the governors, 
are in favor of freedom. It is good adver- 

leing for the governors and it educates the 
public and perhaps it reinforces those weak 
in the faith. Yet it is a question /whether 
or not we do not weaken the cause by such 
tactics: Has any one heard, for instance, 
that those poor disfranchised propertyless 
men in Rhode Island are seeking well known 
women to champion their cause and to tell 


all the world of the admirable results of 


manhood suffrage, or are they hammering 
away on their fundamental right to the bal- 
lot? 

Still, the cases are not quite parallel. Aside 
from asking women to bolster up their argu- 
ments with feminine approval, it would be 
undoubtedly poor, nay, even disastrous tac- 
tics, for the men of Rhode Island to invite 
the governor, fay, of Ohio, to tell the man!- 
fold blessings, of man suffrage in that state, 
as an argument that men should vote in 
Rhode Island. Or suppose they should invite 
our own Gov. Deneen, or rather the men’s 
Gov. Deneen, to tell them that male repre- 


sentative government results in high civic, 


virtue in Hlinols and that therefore Rhode 
Island men should not be deprived of the 
ballot because Illinois men have been so suc- 
cessful.

OW old is man, anyhow? For 
centuries no Christian ques- 
tioned the biblical dates, which 
make the human race nearly 
6.672 years old and the world 
only a few days its senior. 
Then science began to question 
the authenticity of these dates 
and soon decided for itself that the earth 
was somewhere between 20,000,000 and 300,- 
000,000 years ago. Science likewise built up 
a time table of the coming and going of 
species and races upon this anctent sphere, 
making man most modern of all, though prob- 
ably the evoluted product of older species. 
The length of man’s tenure of the earth 
came next to be a matter for study. Soon 
diggers in the earth began to find skulls and 
bones, which, by the aid of geology, arche- 
ology, and paleontology, were set down as be- 
longing to peoples of much earlier than our 
histories treat. Soon the scientific began to 
speak of the neolithic man of 10,000 or 80 
years ago. At the time this was considered 
an extreme age, was received with great 
skepticism, and not credited until skulls and 
bones said to belong to much older specimens 
of the human race were dug up.

Questions Stir the Imagination, 


If these readings of science are right; if 


the estimate of half a million years is not 
extreme, what are we to conclude about the 
real antiquity of man? This estimate moves 
a man who knew the arts of firing and cook- 
ing food and making weapons back into the 
early pleistocene, when, in the old geologies, 
nothing but the earlier forms of higher mam- 
mals were credited with existence. It the 
man of this period knew how to make fire 
and send an arrow on its journey, how long 
ago must it have been that man was a gen- 
uine, cowering primitive, eating roots and 
berries and slowly lifting himself from the 
terror of the greater brutes by dint of his 
better mind? 

Only a few years ago we believed that ar- 
rows and stone weapons were the creatures 
of the last few thousands of years. We 


thought that cooked food was a comparatively | 


modern idea. Possibly some of us believed 
that Prometheus really had filched fire from 
heaven for us some three or four thousand 
years agone.

N boxing, as in all other forms of athletics, 
there is nothing like profiting by the ex- 
perience of those who have made the game 
a study, and it is time enough for a man 
to evolve his own style when he has won 
his spurs. 

Remember always that in boxing the 
head counts as much as the hands; quick 
intuition of what the other man is going to do and 
masterly counter tacti¢s are what should be aimed at. 

We have no better exhibition of courage in the ring 
during our times than “ Battling” Nelson. He is well 
named Nelson, for in the ring he displayed that courage 
which enabled Britain’s dearly beloved Nelson to save 
his country and make the ultimate peace of the world 
possible. 

The whole spirit of my articles is intended to bring 
this idea forward of peaceful strength, strong courage, 
and nobleness of character. A beginner should cultivate 
the open, free method of boxing-—-never mind if you do 
get a few square blows in the face; keep the head up as 
if it were your flag. 

I should like to see the flag worn round the neck in- 
stead of round the waist; it would rally a man to think 
he must keep his flag flying and not let it fall to the 
ground. 

Tne “young idea” in America is, I think, carried to 
too great an extent. I do not believe that a man of 40 
or 50 is at all out of the arena. Certainly in this coun- 
try the young man is everything in business and sport, 
but there is many a good tune to be played on an old 
fiddle, and I know my father at 50 was a tough nut at 
his weight for any one. of whatever age. and his old 
heart would have enabled him to give ten years to any 
one, for he was of the never say die kind. 

Cultivate activity. The quick boxer, catlike on his 
feet, is the dangerous one, and he makes up in activity 
what he lacks in weight and fist science. He is here, 
there, and everywhere, and tires his opponent, gaining 
in tactics what he lacks in force. The only chance for 
a lightweight to knock out a middleweight would be 
these selfsame methods. The crouching style, so preva- 
lent in present day boxing, is, to my mind, bad, and my 
father thought 80, too, and severely deprecated it. 

The difference, from a spectacular point of view, of 
the crouching boxer as against what I call the free 
boxer is enormous; surely, too, the eyes have a greater 
field if kept level with the point of vision, and quicker 
brain work will be the result. 


* ¢ 
Footwork Most Important. 

In learning to box, don't try and punch too hard; it 
is unnecessary, and your excess energy can be expended 
on the punching bag. In ordinary sparring it is better 
to play light; if your opponent is palpably inferior, be 
merciful and do not knoek him about too much. Always 
try and box with a better man than yourself, and 
preferably a man of a little more weight. 

No. 1. Boxing position—Footwork is the most im- 
portant thing in boxing. Blows count, but footwork 
counts more. The man who wishes to protect himself 
from an aggressor should remember this. Learn to move 
about properly, to keep yourself well in hand; you will 
never be caught at a disadvantage and you will always 
be able to make use of au opening. 

First and most important, never cross your feet under 
any circumstances. You can avoid it by a little study 
and much practice. In practice there are three things 
to consider — to retreat, to advance, and to sidestep. It 
is important to know how to advance, but it is more im- 
portant to know how to retreat. 

Stand with your left foot forward. Rear your weight 
more on the right foot than on the left. Take a natural. 
easy position. Remember in all your movements to 
keep the weight on the right foot and leave the left foot 
free to go with the blow. This position, with the left 
forward and the weight on the right, has been used by 
all the stars of the prize ring, so that there is evidently 
good reason forit. By doing so you will never lose your 
balance—a fatal difficulty for the man untrained in 
self-defense . 

In moving to the right, advance the right foot first 
and follow with the left. If moving to the right, step 
out first with that foot. If an opponent catches you 
with your feet crossed—-and you will cross them if you 
step off with the wrong one—he will knock you down 
before you can moye from your awkward position. 

Always move with two steps, either to right, left, or 
in advance. But in retreating jump back with both feet 
at once. In assuming your boxing position you must 
consider two things--your own reach and that of your 
opponent. Experience is the only judge of this. 

Remember, footwork is more important than blows. 
Corbett and Young Griffo were masters of footwork— 
perhaps the best on record.

What and what not to do to a baby. 

What and what not to let the baby do. 

One may say at the first glance that these surely are 
things simple enough. That almost any woman ought 
to know them instinctively. Entirely aside from the 
fact that we often mistake as instinct what is merely 
an action based reminiscéntly on what we have seen 
some one else do, these apparently simple things are 
really little known, Few mothers—even among the well 
to do—have any definite knowledge of these things. If 
they treat their children better it is mainly because of 
better surroundings and materials; the science of 
handling the baby is as recon@ife to them as to any.

At Small Park No. 2, the park that is called the 
Melting Pot of Chicago, there have been twenty-five 
little girls learning these “first principles.” Not one 
of the twenty-five is more than 11 and several of them 
are only 8 years old. Their baby brothers and sisters 
range from 6 months to 4 years of age. 

Bessie Kanter, one of the “little mothers,” is 11 years 
old and brings her baby sister to class every day. 
Jennie, the baby, is just 7% months old and the huskiest 
kind of an infant. always well, always happy. Bessie 
is one of the fortunates whose father has a “ steady 
job” and who doesn't drink. She never thinks of the 
future other than to grow up and get married. 

* don’t ever want to work,” she says. “I don't 
think I am going to, and if I should I don’t know what 
I should do. Yes, of course I love my baby sister and 
I take all the care of her, too.” Just then one of the 
nurses came up, and seeing Jennie’s thin clothes warned 
Bessie that a warmer dress was needed. “She hasn't 
ahy warmer,“ said Bessie, “anyway, she doesn't take 
cold.“ 

A few minutes later Bessie took Jennie to the foun- 
tain where, after having a long drink, the baby played 
for several minutes trying to catch the bubbling water 
in her chubby hands. 

While Jennie was still playing at the fountain along 
came a little Irish mother with her two charges, 
Harold and Sarah Brenner, aged 1 and 2 years respec- 
tively. Willma—that is the little nurse’s name—wore 
heavy glasses and her teeth were notable principally 
for their absence, but she had a smile that made up for 
any lack of physical beauty. 

1 just love eo care for the kids,” she said. Their 
mother only pays me 5 cents a day, but I don't care for 
money. I take care of them all day, and 1 bring them 


to class and bathe them and feed them. When I grow 
big to 14 I am going to work and earn real money, $5 
a week in a place where they make medicine boxes. I 
can't work now because the law won't let me.“ 


Willma of the Joyful Smile. 

There was no embarrassment in Willma’s tone when 
she told how her father had deserted bis wife and his 
four children. It was all taken as a matter of course, 
as was the fact that the mother “just stays home and 
keeps house,“ trusting in Providence and the charity 
works to provide food and raiment for her little brood. 

“Don’t you ever get cold or hungry in the winter?“ 
Willma was asked. Sure,“ she answered with a most 
seraphic smile. Lots of times we have to go to bed 
without dinner or supper, but we never cry for things 
like that. I never cry unless I get hurt.” 

Her younger charge set dp a wail, as if to prove that 
he was in full sympathy with hia “little mother's’ 
philosophy. This necessitated some consolation before 
Willma could continue. “We lost our baby,” she at last 
resumed. “He died a little while ago. No, I don’t think 
Tu go to school. I don’t feel well, and the charity is 
going to send me to the country for awhile. That will 
help save mamma some money. We have to pay %5 
a month for. three rooms, so you see it takes an awful 
tpt to live on. 

“Gee, but I have learned a lot about children,” she 
smiled as little Sarah clutched at her dress. We learn 
all about them here at the mothers’ class, and 1 think 
it lots of fun. Maybe they are going to stop the classes 
this winter, but I don't want em to You know, after 
we have bathed the babies and are ready. to go out and 
play with them pr put them to sleep, we get a nice cup 
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of milk and a cracker. I like to know all about the 
babies. but some of the girls’ mothers wont let them 
belong to the class because they are afraid the babies 
will cry or take cold, but I know how to bathe them so 
they won't. Our nurse shows us all about it.” 

Her charges now demanded clamorously te play and 
Wilma. smiling still, departed with them to snother 
part of the playground. 

Hardly had she gone when a go-cart coftainiag two 
babies was pushed into the gateway by a small girl. 
There comes our ‘twin little mother,“ the nurse said. 
“That is Tilly Mendelson and her twin brothers, Ber- 
nard and Joseph. They are a year old. She is 9, and 
there are four or five children in the family besides 
these three. Their father is a good man, but only a 
peddler, and they Are wretchedly peor.” 

Tilly pushed her twins over to the gate and then took 
them out on at a time and carried them to the Rinder- 
orten. where she undressed them and placed them in a 
large wash tub together. She started in with the bath 
in a scientific way, not missing a single spot of their 
mall bodies. After the bath. when she had dressed the 
twins, she gave them their milk. In spite of af! this. 
however, Joseph and Bernard refused to follow the rules 
by going.to sleep. They were there to be entertained. 

“If the girls who want t learn how to care for the 
babies bave no brothers or sisters of their own,” said 
the nurse, “ they have to borrow them and that is far 
trom hard, for the mothers are always delighted to get 
@ few moments’ rest. Although most of the children 
here are of Jewish parentage many of the other races 
are represented. There is no other section of the city 
where the conditions are just as they are here. It is 
without doubt the ‘Melting Pot’ of the city.

years ago for about $1,250,000. 

It was thought at the time to have been an 
excessive price, but it is understood that the 
trustees of the estate hold the property at 
$10,000 a front foot for a long term. lease. 
On a 4 per cent basis this is equivalent to 
$4,000,000, or an advance of $2,750,000, and

There also ig the purchase by Levy Mayer 
and Edward Meyer, his brother-in-law, from 
Bryant H. Barber in 1907 of the Leland, now 
Stratford, hotel property at the southwest 
corner of Jackson and Michigan boulevards 
for less than $1,500,000.

found in a larger volume than in any other 
city in America, and which furnishes the 
homes and pleasure grounds of 2,500,000 peo- 
ple, came into favor in a real estate way. 

People bought land and built homes, and 
the ubiquitous flat building gradually ab- 
sorbed vast tracts of vacant land in the out- 
lying sections in the great scheme of pro- 
viding living quarters for the city's rapidly 
increasing population, but land values re- 
mained at a miserably low standard, as the 
result of the reaction which followed the 
deplorable world’s fair boom. 


Capital Sees the Chance. 

People who owned this land and gazed 
sadly at its steadily shrinking valves won- 
dered whether it could actually be a gart of 
that Chicago whose downtown land values 
were steadily mounting upwards and at a 
rate that made each year’s accretion almost 
a fortune to the fortunate holder. Invest- 
ment buying in this outside territory was 
almost unknown, and capitel, save that rep- 
resented by the speculative flat builder and 
manufacturer, shunned it. 

It was too incongruous a situation, how- 
ever, to last. The disparity between down- 
town and outside values was too great to be 
maintained, and several factors combined 
to hasten the process of readjustment now 
going on, notably new and greatiy improved 
lines of street transportation, the establish- 
ment of many new local business and manu- 
facturing centers, a rapidly increasing pop- 
viation, and, last but not least, capital's 
awakening to the g opportunities which 
it offered, but to which prejudiced eyes had 
been bund. But this process of readjust- 
ment has not been carried, to a point com- 
mensurate with the true value of much of 
this outside property, and in this fact les 
the investor opportunity, be he large or 
ma l.

RECORD OF YEAR’S BUILDING. 


ONSIDERING how seriously building 
operations have been interfered with 
‘during the present year, owing to 
the unfortunate furisdictional war- 
fare between the plumbers and 
steamfitters, the activities in this feld 
have been on an astonishingly large scale, 
the record of the city building department 
for the first eight months of the year estab- 
lishing a new high water mark for the city 
in the cost of the permits issued, 

The year 1910 was the banner year in 
the history of the city with a grand total 
of nearly $100,000,000, and so great was its 
volume that it was generally believed by 
architects and builders that it would bé fol- 
lowed by a sharpreaction during the present 
year. It was. the belief of these people that 
the city was overbuilding in certain depart- 
ments and that the totals of Me present year 
would show a large fal’ing off. 

This became a confident prediction when 
the labor treubles assumed a threatening 
abpect early in the year, and when following 
many vain efforts to, effect a settlement of 
the trouble there was a sharp falling off in 
the volume of permits. And yet for the eight 
months of the present year the total cost of 
the buildings for which permits were taken 
out reaches the total of $73,890,200. What 
this actually means may be better under- 
stood when it is said that until the last three 
years these figures exceeded by a wide mar- 
gin the totals for any entire year in the bis- 
tory of the city. 

Take Advantage of Old Ordinance. 

For the corresponding eight months of the 
previous year the figures were $57,515,000, 
an increase of $16,675,200, sufficient in itself 
to make up the building operations of many 
good sized cities. 

There is no doubt, of course, that these 
large figures were due to the desire of large 
downtown property owners to take advan- 
tage of the old ordinance which permitted a 
height ef 260 feet, but the all important fact 
remains that all of these splendid struc- 
tures are to be constructed and they repre- 
sent, just as much as if issued under entirely 
normal conditions, the confidence that the 
people, who propose to erect them have in 
the future of Chicago. 

For the month of August the total of the 
permits issued for buildings in the downtown 
district amounted to over $22,000,000, and to 
this are to be added permits approximating 
$10,000,00, which were issued earliér in the 
year. 

It may be that they anticipate the wants of 
the city, so far as concerns this olass of 
buildings, for some years to come, but they 
have made a building record for the frst 
eight months of the year, and certainly for 
the month of August, with its total of over 
$26,000,000, which is likely to stand for a long 


Affected by Labor Troubles. 

The real estate market also has suffered 
seriously from the labor troubles of the 
year. As there is no speculative market 
and Uttle buying ot acres except for pur- 
poses of immediate subdivision and tmprove- 
ment, conditions in bullding directly affect 
the market. 

If these conditions are favorable people 
contemplating securing a home, adding to 
tir business or manufacturing properties 
buy with little hesitation and go ahead at 
once with their building plans. If, however, 
as has been the case during the present year, 
scriously disturbed conditions prevail and 


unoertainty exists as to when proposed bulld- 
ings can be completed, prospective land buy- 
ere naturally hold off pending the return of 
norma] conditions. 

Under these circumstances it was natural 
to look for a decrease in the volume of real 
estate transactions, especially when the 
transfer figures for 1910 set a high water 
record for the city. Eliminating two large 
transfers recorded last year, one of which, 
the judicial sale of the Chicago Terminal 
railway properties for $16,000,000, was not 
A real real estate transaction, and the other 
the rerecording of the purchases in conpec- 
tion with the Northwestern road's new ter- 
minal amounting to over $9,000,000, the tota! 
for the eight months of the present year 
shows a gain of $8,717,463 over the total for 
the corresponding period of 1910, an exceed- 
ingly encouraging showing. 


See Boost in Construction. 

With the coming of fall and a truce in the 
labor fight great activity has developed in 
small outside properties. Convincing evi- 
dence of this, one of the most encouraging 
features possible, as making for a general 
market in the near future, is shown by the 
figures of the recorder's office for the first 
two weeks of this month, which show a total 
of 1,805 transfers filed for record, as against 
1,157 for the corresponding period of 1010, a 
gain of 648, a truly remarkable showing. 

Another factor which has contributed to 
lessening the apparent total of this year’s 
figures has been the exceedingly large num- 
ber of $1 traneactions, as well as the many 
ninety-nine year leases in the central istrict, 
which, while involving transactions of large 
amount, make absolutely no showing in the 


transfer figures.

BIG CONCERNS GO SOUTH. 


Many Firms Move to Distriet Beyond 
Van Buren Street, 


Probably no other class of Chicago real es- 
tate has enjoyed a greater change for the bet- 
ter during the last six years than that gener- 
ally designated as intermediate property.” 
This included a wide area just outside the 
central district on the west, south, and 
north sides which for many years was greatly | 
neglected. Thought to be too far out for 
business purposes and too far in for residence 
Purposes, it was shunned by investors be- 
cause of. the generally low class of occu- 
pan¢y, and consequently small earning ca- 
pacity, as well as because of the general be- 
left that it was without any particular fu- 
ture, at least for a good many yéars to come. 


Backward for a Long Time. 

The quickening touch of progress-and de- 
velopment, in evidence in so many other 
parts of the city, passed it by. The construc- 
tion of new and up to date improvements was 
practically unknown, and with its old frame 
and generally undesirable class of buildings 
it came to be recognized as the softest spot in 
the market. 

Much of this, particularly ae concerns that 
part lying close in to the heart of the down- 
town district on the south eide, was undoubt- 
edly due to the sentimental prejudice born of 
the elevated or Union loop. Without any good 
or sufficient reason, this iron ban came to be 
accepted as merking the line of demarcation 
between desirable and undesirable property 
tn the business district, and the anomalous 
condition arose of property on one side of a 
street advancing rapiciy in value because of 
the business and general growth of the city 
and property on the other side of the street 
decreasing in value because the Union loop 
happened to pass along the middle of the 
street. 

Big Concerns Move South. 

A general belief prevailed among business 
men that a location outside the loop was the 
indubitable evidence of business inferiority 


and decadence, and, as a result, it was 
shunned by many merchants who at the same 
time groaned at the high and ee eo rents 
they were compeled to pay for in- 
side the “magic circle.’ Thus por years 
was legitimate and needed business expan- 
sion blocked by prejudice, while stationary 
and even lessening values were the rule on 


one hand and rapidly advancing values the 


rule on the other hand. 

Chicago’s growing pains, however, fur- 
nished the remedy for thie unnatural and 
unhealthy condition The swelling tide of 
business necessities finally swept aside this 
artificta! and sentimental barrer, and the 
pronounced success which attended the ven- 
tures of the pioneers into this long neglected 
outside territory was an eloquent object les- 
son to many others whose business needs 


TILLAGE DRY FARM: SECRET 


Must Be Good as to Time as Well 
as to Amount and Quality. 


KEEPS MOISTURE IN SOIL. 


Dust Blanket Formed by Method of 
Cultivating Non-Irrigated Lands. 


Dry farming was the term originally used 
to describe the methods of farmers in gener- 
ally irrigated country who cultivated land 
above the level of the irrigating ditch, or in 
nontrrigated sections where the annual rain- 
tall was less than twenty inches. 

It has been shown by actual experiment | 
that twelve inches of effective rainfall during 
the growing season of wheat planted in soil 
in good condition as to moisture should pro- 
duce a yield of forty bushels to the acre, and 
that, on the same basis, a twenty-five bushel 
yield might be expected from a rainfall of 
7.5 inches. In most of the arid and semi-arid 
sections of the country the annual rainfail 
is in excess of ten inches. The work of the 
dry farmer is tq cultivate so as to retain this 
moisture in the soll for the use of his crops 


Call It Good Farming. 

“Don't call it ‘dry farming; speak of it 
as good farming.“ said Prof. H. W. Camp- 
bell, in an address this year before a dry 
farming congress at Minot, N. D. The pro- 
fessor, who is sometimes styled the father 
of the dry farming method. went on to say 
that he was no longer much concerned about 
combating lack of moisture, but was trying 
to spread the gospel of good tillage and of 
bending every effort toward increasing the 
yield. 

Dry farming, in the technical sense in 
which it has been used of late years, is impos- 
sible without good tillage. Good tillage—and 
that means good as to time as well As amount 
and quality—is the whole secret of dry farm- 
ing. The system has, however, produced 
crops in Utah and portions of Colorado and 
Wyoming where so little rain falls that the 
drops of a season can almost be counted. 

Dry farming saves the drops. It preserves 
them from the thirst of a blazing sun by 
cultivating a dust blanket” over the soi) 
which they have moistened to the extent of 


their capacity. . 


Some Directions Given. 

The directions are: Plow about the middle 
of June. Plow six or seven inches deep; 
some say twelve to fourteen, but this is de- 
termined by the character of the soil. This 
allows what rainfall there may be to pen- 
etrate to the subsoil. Subsequent and fre- 
quent cultivation causes the formation of a 
“dust blanket” which prevents surface 
evaporatidn. Crops derive their nourishment 
from the moisture in the subsoll. The latter 
serves the dry farmer the same purposes that 
the reservoir serves the irrigation farmer, 

As an example of crops grown under dry 
farming methods, there are records for 1900 
of 182 bushels of 48 pound oats grown on land 
cultivated and stored with such moisture as 
was available, and in the succeeding year, 
when there was no rainfall after July 27, the 
yield on the same land was fifty-seven bush- 
ele of oats per acre, weighing thirty-eight 
pounds per bushel. 1

dome not only the wonder ot the country at 
large, but of the city itself, which is accus- 
tomed to big things and marvelous changes. 

Call it a “back-to-the-soll * movement, a 
desire to own land, or whatever definition 
seems to fit best, the fact remains that 
wherever new transportation facilities have 
been opened the people have flocked in the 
wake of the steel trail blazed by these trans- 
portation ploneers. Towns and additions 
have sprung up almost overnight where corn 
fields and prairies were lecated a few years 
ago. i 
Not only has this activity been reflected in 
the newer additions and subdivisions, but 
in the older settlements and tracts. “Own 
a piece of land has become the slogan of 
the clerk as well as the employer. Payments 
on ¢asy terms have opened this avenue of 
ownership to the man on a salary and has 
been @ big factor in Chicago's latter day 
development. | 

There also has been a tendency among the 
wealthier clase to seek permanent homes 
away from the noise and bustle of the city. 
This fact is evidenced in the settlement of 
the fashionable and attractive north shore 
suburbs, such as Lake Forest, Highland 
Park, Glencoe, Winnetka, Hubbard Woods, 
Kenflworth. and Lake Bluff) and in Rogers 
Park and Edgewater, farther. south. 


Progress of Rogers Park. 

One of the points of interest in Rogers 
Park, at the northern border of the city, is 
the ridge, as it ts called, which dates back 
to the glacial period. It is ewpposed to have 
marked the boundary of the lake during pre- 
historic times. 

In latter days this ridge hag been converted 
}into a wide boulevard, which forms one of 
the attractions of the northern suburb. 
Ridge boulevard, or Ridge avenue. as it wag 
called, was for years a favorite driveway to 
points on the north such as Waukegan until 
Clark street was extended. 

Fourteen years ago Ridge avenue was made 
a boulevard and three years later Sheridan 
road was extended. What was known for 
years as the old Indian boundary line is now 
Rogers avenue, a well paved street. 

With these boulevard roads and wide. 
tree bordered streets as beautifying features, 
the settlement of Rogers Park has been 
noteworthy, and a class of houses as been 
erected which adds to the natura! features. 

Aside from the activity in the village prop- 
er there has been considerable buying and 
building in additions to Rogers Park, notably 
in McGuire & Orr's Ridge boulevard adédi- 
tion, comprising twenty-eight acres, which 
was opened last spring. Three-fourths of 
the subdivision, which included 188 lots, hag 
already been sold. 


Golf Club Buys Site. 

The Edgewater Golf club purchased eighty- 
three acres south and west of this subdivision 
on the ridge at Pratt avenue and Ridge 
boulevard as the site for @ fine new club- 
house and golf grounds.

Room for Everybody with Grit 
and Ginger, He Asserts; } 
Points to Possibilities. 
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California, and especially thee San Joa- 
quin ley, will be strongly represented 
this at the land and irrigation expo- 
sition, as they have been in the last tvo 
years, according to E. O. McCormick, vice 
president of.the Southern Pacific at San 
Francisco, who has been in Chicago for a 
time. Mr. McCormick says the people of 
California are grateful to Tun Trisuns for 
the magnificent work done for them in con- 
nection with the great land show. 

I have put in twelve happy years work- 
ing with and for the people of California 
and I hope to spend the balance of my life 
in the same way. 

In California there is room for anybody 
with grit and ginger. California gives a 
man @ square deal and a full stomach. Ifa 
man can't make a living out there he can 
make a living anywhere. There are no 
glooms there. It is a land ot joys. Califor- 
nia wine is bottled sunshine. California air 
is wine.” 


Falls in Love with California. 
These are but a few of the expressions used 
to describe the western country by Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, for years well known as a resi- 
dent of Chicago and now a prominent citi- 
zen of San Francisco. Mr. McCormick won 
Chicago's heart, and now California has won 
his heart. He is enthusiastic about it to an 
extent which he says makes strangers skep- 
tical, but he explains that no one can talk 
about Cailfornia without apparent falsehood 
to the man who does not know the country, 
since the conditions there are beyond the ve 
lief of the alien. 
Since the Southern Pacific railroad took 
him and made lum a vice president this for- 
mer Chi¢agoan has been busy on the coast 
promoting the interests of the region, defend- 
ing it from its assailants, and doirm his utmost 
to see that good men found good homes there. 
During his visit to Chicago he talked .nter- 
| estingly about the country, the people, and 
the railroads. 

Much of his talk concerned the San Joaquin

The San Joaquin valley is the gateway 
to the future playground of the worid,’’ seid 
Mr. McCormick. “It affords access to Se 
quoia National park, General Grant National 
park, these two containing the most won- 
derful living wonders in the shape of big 
trees; to Yosemite valley, Also a national 
park; to King’s River cafion and Kern river 
territory, all going to make up what is pro- 
F nounced by traveling people the greatest 
} aggregation of extraordinary and beautiful 
| things that nature has provided.“ 

The variety of the crops is unique, rang- 
ing from the fig trees of the orient to the 
wheat and alfalfa that are the trade mark 
of the west. Im the San Joaquin oranges 
and olives grow side by side. Lemons and 
pomegranates, grapes and walnuts, sugar 
beets and rice are a few of the widely con- 
trasted products. For the irrigation that 
has made the valley what it is the Sacra- 
mento, San Joaquin, King’s, and Kern rivers 
seem to have been shaped by special design. 
And there is room for everybody. Number- 
less acres of thfs land can be bought for less 
than grain land would cost. And any man 
with grit and ginger, Mr. McCormick de- 
clared after outlining the above, can make 
a living in the San Joaquin. 


Anything Will Grow There. 

In California the Portuguese, Swiss, French- 
man, Russian, Chinaman, and the Jap have 
followed the lines of industry which have 
made their own countries commercially pros- 
perous. For exemple, the Portuguese are en- 
gaged in the dairying business to the same 
efficiency as in Portugal, the Frenchman in 
the growing of grapes and the wine industry, 
the Russian in the raisin industry, the Swiss 
in grape growing and the wine industry, and 
the Chinaman and Jap in gardening and fruit 
culture. 

Anything @ man needs can be grown in 
that valley, he said.

FARMERS ARE INDEPENDENT 


Growth of Canning Industry but Inei- 
dent to Reclamation Work. 


In the old time geographies, and not so 
very old at that, under the head of principal 
productions Michigan was classed as a lum- 
bering state. This early impression has not 
been wholly removed by the well known facts 
of more recent years. 

It was a lumbering state. It is not now 
to the same large extent. Most of the states 
outside of those always classed as prairie 
states were lumbering states once. Some 
of the others, situated more immediately 
upon the mein lines of traffic between the 
east and west than the northern parts of 
Michigan and Wisconsin, were able to dis- 
pose of their lumber sooner. ‘That is the 
only difference. 

It has been one of the most important of 
the collateral benefits of the publicity cam- 
paigns undertaken by the exploiters of lands 
in the farther west that they have served 
to set those who were tied to the older lands 
to thinking if something could not be done 
by applying modern methods to the lands of 
the older states. This applies to both de- 
velopment and exploitation. 


Cutover Forests Valuable. 
Having absorbed the knowledge that sur- 
passingly productive orchards and fertile 
farms had been developed from an arid 
waste by the process of irrigation and m- 
tensive cultivation, it was but a step tothe 
discovery that the stumpy wastes left by 
the lumberman might be of a quality that 
would yield similar results of properly 
handled. 
It seemed probeble that land capable of 
growing thrifty forests of maple or other 
hard woods should be capable of producing 
other crops when the stumps were cleared 
away. This was the beginning of forcing the 
line of cultivated lands in the region hitherto 
occupled by the forest or what was left of 
the forest 
over it. 


“ lumbering was not so at all. It was, per- 
haps, more or less included within the limits 
of the foreste, and thus suffered the degree 
of ignominy, from the farmer’s point of 
view, that attaches to a dog who has been 
given a bad name. Not all lands in the lum- 
bering state are timber lands, nor had the 
removal of its primitive crop necessarily ex- 
hausted the fertility of the soil. 

Since lumbering has ceased to be the major 
interest, owners of large stumpage tracts 
have been led to investigate their crop pro- 
ducing capacity. The results have been 
satisfactory in nearly all cases. 


Lands Can Be Bought Cheap. 
In northern Michigan, which is the portion 
of the state most susceptible to rapid devel- 
opment because it is the newer portion go far 
as general agricultural and orchard inter- 
ests are concerned, raw or cutover lands can 
be bought for from $8 peracreup. Thereare 
in twenty counties over 5,000,000 acres of this 
unimproved land immediately adjacent to 
over 2,000,000 acres which have been im- 
proved. The price of improved land runs 
from $25 per acre up. 
Michigan is by no means a single crop 
state. Probably it is better known to resi- 
dents of Chicago as a producer of peaches and 
celery. But almost every kind of small fruit 
finds a congenial soil in some part of the 
state; in the northeastern section the growth 
of the sugar beet has become an important 
industry, and in the central section the clover, 
timothy, and wheat crops are of some im- 
portance. 
The northwest section boasts of itaelf asthe 
place where the “ fruit with flavor” grows. 
This includes apples, cherries, strawberries, 
grapes, gooseberries, and all the small fruits. 


MAKING FARMS OF FORESTS; 
VARIOUS METHODS IN USE. 


Destruction of Stumps Found Piofita- 
dle for Western States—Dynamite 
the Most Effective Method. 


Farming on cut-over lands is not confined 
to northern Michigan and Wisconsin. Many 
farms have been carved out of the stump 
lands of Washington, Oregon, northern Ida- 
ho, and other states, but the farmer with 
small capital ordinarily finds it to hig adwan- 
tage to take the raw land. 

The cost of clearing varies considerably, 
as between Wisconsin, for instance, and 
Washington. In Wisconsin the stumps are 
ordinarily cleared by the use of a stump 
puller The clearing costs from $10.40 A 
“acre. 

Big eight foot or ten foot stumps such as 

are common in Washington and Oregon do 

not yield so readily toa stump puller. They 

usually are burnt out by smothering @ fire 

in a trench under the stump. 

A modification of the process has been in- 

troduced in northerr Idaho. A sheet iron 

stove open at the bottom is set over the stump 

to be removed. Fire is kindled around the 

stump and the dreft draws it down toward the 
roots. 

In recent years thé use of d>namite for re- 
moving stumps has become popular among 
those who are not timid: about the use of so 
powerful an explostye. This is probably the 

simplest and most satisfactory method; bar- 

ring the danger. ‘A hole bored ‘with a long 
handled auger under the stump and some- 

times through the tap root receives the 

charge. When properly temped and fired a 

proper charge will not only Mft the stump 

from its bed, but break it tanto several pieces 
convenient for removal.

Two Classes of Work. 
Generally speaking, drainage involves but 
two classes of engineering work: 

1. Levees Or ditches to protect low lands 
from overflow by floods from netghboring 
rivers, or to intercept and carry away, the 
surplus water from adjacent slopes. 

2. The construction of systems of ditches 
to draw off the surplus water in order that 
the saturated soll may dry out. ; 

Oversaturated lands @re caused either by 
the backing up of wafer from. adjacent 
streams, or by the accumulation, without 
sufficient means of discharge, of the waters 
from adjacent Mopes. In Missouri many 
thousands of acres have been reclair by 
the simple excavation. of ditches, Which 
serve to carry water away to places where it 
will do no harm—in the same manner that 
the gutter and eavespout work upon the roof 
of a house. 
The land thus reclaimed by drainage is of 
unrivaled and probably inexhaustible fer- 
tility. The soil is mage up of the best ele- 
ments of the soil of the surrounding higher 
lands, which have been gradually working 
down in the course of nature for centuries. 


Rich Soil Eighty Feet Deep. 
If the surrounding higher lands are under 
cultivation much of the fertilizer that has 
been expended upon them has found its way 
down to the. bottoms in the gravity flow of 
rainfall. It has been found that in many 
localities where excavations have been made 
a bottom of the rich soil is not reached at a 
depth of eighty feet. It may therefore be 
considered inexhaustible. 
Such solls are especially adapted to the 
production of certain crops. A study of the 
soil constituents is of value, if not essential. 
In the bottom lands of Louisiana, for in- 
stance, as in the valley of the Connecticut, 
are soil constituents which adapt the locali- 
ties to the raising of certain kinds of tobacco 
that have not been successfully produced 
elsewhere. 
Drainage, however, involves more compli- 
cated problems of state and interstate rights 
and responsibilities than are found in irri- 
gation. 

Large Tracts in South. 

There are at least a dozen sections of low 
lying land, susceptible of conversion into as 
productive farms as are to be found in the 
best sections of the middle west, which lie or 
are affected in the necessary drainagerunof 
by .two states. These tracts involve areas 
varying from 100,000 to 4,600,000 acres each. 
They are almost entirely in the south and 
constitute a reasonable basis for the demand 
on the part of that section of the country that 
the next expenditure of the governmént on 
reclamation projects be turned in the direc- 
tion of financing drainage propositions. 


UNCLE SAM IRRIGATES IN MANY 
WAYS, BUT MOSTLY BY GRAVITY 


Current Motors Used to Force Water 
from Rapidly Moving Rivers—Other 
Pumps on Barges. 


Irrigation as practiced by the ancients and 
in the early days of its exploitation in this 
country was purely a matter of gravity. 

Though most of the government irrigation 
projects are based hpon the gravity principle 
there are numerous successful Irrigation dis- 
tricts where various other forces are em- 
ployed. 

The government hasa 33 plant on the 
Williston project in North Dakota in which 
the pumps are located upon barges on account 
of the varying heights of water in the Mis- 
gouri river. Connection is made to the canals 
along the shore by flexible pipes. 

In the only government irrigation project in 
Kansas water is obtained by pumping from 
twenty-three , the pumps being driven 
from a central power station. In certain 
instances on other projects water is pumped 
to higher benches from canals which are 
filled by gravity and which supply a lower 
portion of the irrigated tract by gravity. 

In New Mexico and a partof west Texas the 
water supply is from wells, some freely flow- 
ing artesian and some from which water 
has to be pumped. In Arizona, on one of the 
government projects, use is made of a large 
wheel to elevate water from % line“ to 
“ high line’ canals. 

Water distribution is effected in various 
ways. Generally the water flows by gravity 
in open canals and ditches; sometimes in 
pipes underground with hydrants at intervals 
discharging into ditches; sometimes for truck 
gardens and the like, in overhead sprfnkler 
pipes One system resembles the rotating 
lawn sprinkler on a large and numerous scale.

TO RECLAIM LAND 


Government Pushes Great 
Projects in Many States; 
Returns Large, 


MORMON LEADER PIONEER 


Transformed Salt Lake Desert to 
Garden; Last Year’s Expend- 
iture $70,000,000. 


There are two principal ways of reclaime- 
ing land. It too dry water must be sup- 
plied; if too wet it must be drained. Strange- 
ly enough, So far as reclamation in this 
country is concerned, the harder problem was 
undertaken first. Without going into the 
history of irrigation, it is sufficient to say 
that the people of this country owe something 
to the memory of the first man in the United 
States who practiced irrigation—as other 
things—on a large scale. This was the Mor- 
mon leader, Brigham Young. Salt Lake City, 
With its Deautiful suroundings, in the midst 
of what was once an arid desert, marks the 
beginning. The irrigated lands mentioned 
are among the most productive sections of 
the country. 

The act of congress of June 17, 1902, known 
as the “reclamation act,” marked the be- 
ginning of the active interest of the federal 
government in the conversion of the arid 
wastes forming much of the area of seven- 
teen states into produetive farms. 


Make Projects Self-Supporting. 

It has been the intention of the interior de- 
partment, in acordance with the terms of 
the act, to make each project self-supporting; 
that is te say, only such work was carried 
out as would, in all reasonable probability, 
be paid for by the repayment, on the ten 
year installment plan, of all charges by those 
who settled on the irrigated lands. On this 
basis, the government has undertaken and 
carried more or less nearly to completion 
projects in various states as follows:

Death Blow to Big Ranch. 

Reclamation as practiced by the govern- 
ment dealt the death blow to the big ranch. 
There some of them left, but they are 
gradua being cut up. The government 
had no feeling of hostility to the bOnanza 
farmer, but its desire was to make as many 
homes as possible. It therefore undertook 
the expenditure of some $75,000,000 at once 
and more later to supply water. 

The idea was—and it worked out—to make 
the land so fertile by merely watering it 
that no man could profitably take care of 
more than a comparatively small number 
of acres. The limit was placed at 1Wacres. 

Those who owned a larger amount in what 
was to be covered by the reclamation project 
were required to sell down to that amount 
or they would not be supplied with water. 
In some instances the maximum is twenty, 
forty, or eighty acres, according to the kind 
ot crop to which the soil is adapted. 

Most farms under irrigation projects are 
under eighty acres. There are moreof forty 
and twenty and more atill of ten acres. In 
most of the western states where fruit is 


the principal crop, it is considered that there 


is more money in ten acres in proportion to 

the investment than in the larger acreage. 

It may be that “a little farm well tillea ” 

possesses the same influence upon a happy 

life as when the words were written. 
$3,500 Highest Price. 

Several of these farms in Washington and 
Idaho have been brought into such a state 
of productivity as to be gold for what seem 
to be fabulous sums. The highest price for 
purely farm acreage is believed to be $38,500 
per acre. This js an exception. There are 

a few instances of orchard lands sold for 
$3,000 per acre. 

What may be considered a standard price 
for an orchard just at the beginning of tts 
bearing Ute is $500 per acre. The value 
under proper treatment and cultivation 
should increase up to the time it is twenty 
years.old and probably longer.

Londoner Says Chicago’s “Class” Is Provincial. 


By A. Dick Luckman. 


[Late of London.) 

MAN once asked me, How does the 

real night life of New York compare 

with that of London and Paris?’ By 

“night” he meant midnight and on- 

ward. It was easy to tell him that New 
York was as far behind Paris as it was ahead 
of London. 

In respect to the last named city, by the 
licensing laws of England's metropolis the 
closing time is 12:30 a.m. on ordinery days, 
12 o’clock on Saturdays, and 11 p. m. on Sun- 
days. This precludes as will be seen any 
after midnight Ufe. But despite this it is 
doubtful whether there is a capita! in the 
world to show anything more brilliant than 
that three-quarters of an hour from 11:80 
D. m. Onward. At two or three of the restau- 
rams they hold a pageant of smartness. All 
Paris is open, of course, at all events until 
2 a. m., but the best patronized resorts are 
smaller, thereby being more sociable. But 
there is no end to the Paris night, and the 
scores of places in bohemian Paris Keep the 
fun alive and the tourist from being bored. 

Chicago is attractive enough at night, but 
some of the places of refreshment and music 
seem to savor more of the smaller conti- 
nental cities or the outside boulevards of 
Paris. They keep open late here with their 
vaudeville shows or orchestras, but are just 
as bourgeols as their types of places in Eu- 
rope. The smarter and smaller restaurants 
seem remarkable for their sobriety, and, 
naturally, placid conduct. The women seem 
afraid to laugh out of their turn, while the 
majority of the men wear the air of being 
“tired ""~-meant two ways—after a strenu- 
ous day’s work.

You have in Chicago, however, one or two 
large and high class cafés or café restaurants 
which I do not think are equaled anywhere. 
They wear the respectable Bohemia air which 
is such a consideration to those who wish 
some brighness yet hestitate to break over 
that dividing ine which comes between 
wild nights and absolute dullness. 

One place in particular at a large hotel 
seems more attractive to the young man 
and woman, to the antique middle aged— 
dressed larmh fashion—and to those sober 
sports “ who are combining a little busi- 
ness with a certain amount of pleasure and 
are easily gratified. Cheering patriotic airs 
seem their only excess in the way of hilarity. 
Truly there may be brightness but for certain 
traveled temperaments to be gay it is neces- 
sary to make one's own party and with one’s 
own litle coterie of friends it may be possible 
to be cheerful on an iceberg. 

What is most noticable, of course, in Chi- 
cago to the visiting foreigner is the almost 
entire absence of evening clothes among the 
men, and although one may see a woman 
here and there in an evening frock, more fre- 
quently than not her escort may de in the 
same clothes as he took his luncheon in. As 
a matter of fact, in public places in Chicago lI 
have scarcely seen a man in a tail evening 
coat. 

Now why is this They have the money to 
do themselves well and surely the time to get 
into a change of raiment and a boiled shirt ss 
and nothing in the world could be more com- 
fortable than giving the skin a chance of

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HOME LIFE OF THE CZAR 
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R TWO YEARS it was my duty to walk be- 
hind Czar Nicholas Il cf Russia at a distance 
of five paces, following him not Only when he 
was in public places, but from room to room 
in his private apartment. In other words, I 


was his bodyguard, the man who was closer 
WY, to him, physically, than any other individual 
NW i: the. Imperial service. I would inform 


him of rie: visitors, carry oecasional 
messages for lim, and jot down notes of things 
he desired to member, I was usually on duty 
for six hours en, h day; but sometimes it was necessary 
for me to stay in the palace for twelve hours on 
I have seen the Czar in his joys and in his 
sorrows; 1 have been present at his most intimate family 
rings ; and have stood at his elhow when he was 
receiving his cabinet ministers, foreign diplomats and 
thers. At times, 100, [ have been on duty in the private 
ment of the Czarina- Service of this nature led to 
relationship between the Imperial family and myself 
that almost amounted to friendship. The Czar especi- 
ally gave me his entire confidence, chatting with me 
on any topic that inter- 
ested him at the moment; 
and my know ledge of his 
character, of his tastes 
and of his home life is, 
therefore, authentic and 
eomplete. 
Most of the time I was 
stationed at the Winter 
Palace in St. Petersburg. 
During the summer, the 
Imperial household 
stayed at Peterhoff and 
sometimes at the Tsar- 
skoe Selo palace. The 
Czar occupied five rooms. 
He spent the greater part 
of the day in his cabinet 
chamber. Situated on the 
second floor in the Winter 
Palace, it was a spacious 
simply furnished room 
with three windows over- 
looking the Neva River 
and the gloomy Fortress 
of St. Peter and Paul. 
There was a long and a 
smaller table, both heaped 
with letters, despatches 
and official documents; a 
dozen high, dark mahog-

paintings hung on the 

wall, In a corner of the 

cabinet room, and in 

every other room of the 

palace, hung an ikon _ 

framed in Byzantine 
style, with a burning lamp before it. Opening off the 
enbinet room was a small antechamber where I gen- 
erally stood. Then, there was a luxuriously fur- 
nished private sitting room for the Czar, a wardrobe- 
room and a bedroom. The walls were covered with 
exquisite Oriental silk tapestry, and adorned with 
portraits of former Czars. . The vases, filled always 
with fresh orchids and roses, were mostly of gold 
or rarest china, studded in profusion with jewels. 
There was plenty of air, light and luxury; neverthe- 
lesa, the atmosphere was so heavy that I always felt re- 
lieved whenever I had an opportunity to be out of 
1 

When there were no guests, the Czar and his 
family ate in a small dining-room on the first floor. 
The table was set with from eight to ten covers, 
for the Czar and the Czarina, the court chaplain, the 
chamberlain, the aid-de-camp, the doctor, a couple 
of the court dames and two or three of the older 
danghters of the Czar. The meals were served from 
dishes of platinum, chased gold, rock crystal, or old 


china, The fare was not very different from that 
provided at a first class hotel. The Czar was par- 
ticularly fond of buckwheat kasha, boiled fish, and 
pan cakes with caviar. I have rarely seen him link 
ing beer; but he likes port wine and an occasional 
glass of French brandy. 

While attending to official business, the Czar is 
cold, gloomy and taciturn; in the privacy of his 
family, he is talkative and gay. He likes to discuss 
literature, art and the opera with the Crarina. or 
with the- Court dames. He often asks the arina 
about new fashions, and her plans for the day. 

1s not this a delicious dish!“ the Czar would 
exclaim. But I bet you, if you were to try to eat 
it at the German or at the Danish courts, you could 
not swallow it. They really don’t know how to cook 
in those countries. 

At the dinner table and with his family the Czar 
speaks only English, French or German. Russian he 
speaks with the officials and with his servants. His 
Russian has a strong foreign aceent, and he does not 
speak it very fluently. The Czarina and their chil-

dren understand very little Russian. They read French, 
English and German books and magazines, and are 
more familiar with foreign than with Russian litera- 
ture. The Czar has read Dostoyevsky, Turgenieff 
and Gogol; but in German translations. The English 
and French authors whose works I remember having 
seen at the table of the Russian Imperial family were: 
Osear Wilde, George Meredith, Mark Twain, Balzac, 
Maupassant and Anatole France. 

After luncheon the Czar would rest for an hour, 
play cards or chess with the chamberlain or the court 
dames, or entertain the children. From four o’clock 
until five, he would receive his Cabinet Ministers and 
other officials, At six o’clock dinner was served. After 
dinner, the Czar would visit the Czarina, sit on a rock- 
ing chair before the fireplace and listen to stories, told 
or read by some court lady, or a guest invited specially 
for that purpose. Twice during the week, artists from 
the Imperial Opera were commanded to attend at the 
Palace and to render vocal and instrumental selec- 
tions. The Czar liked only Russian musſe — Tehai- 
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kovsky, Rubinstein or Rmisky-Korsakoff, but the 
Czarina was a fanatical admirer of Wagner. 

From eight o’clock until midnight, the Czar would 
sign and read official documents, dictate or read letters, 
and make notes for his diary. Before going to bed, 
he would read a French novel, or an English or Ameri- 
can magazine, or call me and ask various questions. His 
habit was to take an English or French magazine to 
bed and to read some short story for half an hour or 
less, until he would go to sleep. The Czarina, by the 
way, was an admirer of Coppée and Maupassant; but 
the Czar preferred Turgenieff and Mark Twain. 

One afternoon, while tea was being served, the Czar 
glanced at me, wiped his moustache and asked: 

‘*Do you like poetry?’’ 

% Yes, your Majesty, I replied. 

% What foreign poets do you know?’’ I named half 
a dozen or more, mostly Germans. 

4% don’t much care for poetry, and dislike the Eng- 
lish and French poets. I like Heine and I like Boden- 
stedt. I don’t know how people can endure a poetic 
drama, like those of Shakespeare, Hauptmann and 

others. By the way, have 
you seen that new play 
by Gorky, Die Nachtasyl, 
which is played so much 
in Germany? I am fond 
of drama; but I hate the 
decadent, realistic drama. 
Our Gogol is good.’’ 
es, your Majesty; 
our Gogol is exquisite,’’

His sketch of me was not bad, and he said he 
would show it to the Czarina. 

I may say that the drawings which illustrate this 
and my former. article were made by me during my 
leisure hours at the Palace. They depict ineidents 
of which I was a witness, or which were described 
to me by the Czar himself. 

At luncheon one day, the principal guest was the 
Countess Tiesenhausen. She was an attractive woman, 
about thirty years of age, who had just returned 
from a trip around the world, The Czarina was anx- 
jous to hear her account of her long journey. 

„Did you have any serious adventures on 
travels?’’ asked the Czar curiously. 

„The only misadventures I had were my two ar- 
rests,’’ replied the Countess, in the sprightly manner 
which distinguished her. ‘‘I was arrested in Siberia 
by the village policeman, because I had no passport.

If you are obliged to take a drink of water at a

You are then 
drinking in perfect safety from a paper eup, with 
the metal one as only a foundation. When traveling 
with small children, always carry a few sheets of clean 
paper.—Hygiene, Wellington, Mass. 

The best kind of inks can be made out of old 
typewriter ‘*Copying’’ ribbons. The color of the 
ribbon, of course, will determine the color of the ink. 
Cut about one foot off a ribbon and place it in a jar; 
then put water in the jar and shake well. If the so- 
lution is teo thin add a few more inches of ribbon 
until the desired thickness is obtained. After shak- 
ing well, allow the solution to settle for a few min- 
utes and the ink will be ready for use. Ink ean be 
made out of any kind of typewriter ribbons, but

It may be helpful to some readers to know how I 
manage to keep food during hot weather without us- 
ing ice. Get a wooden box (the one I am using is 
20x25 inches, and 12 inches in depth); remove top 
and bottom, leaving only the four sides. Use un- 
bleached cotton cloth for the bottom, tacking it se- 
curely around the edges on the outside. Use original 
top with a strip of wood nailed crosswise two inches 
from each end, and fasten to the box with two hinges. 
If one wishes to keep the box locked the other side 
may be secured by means of a hasp and padlock. 
Plaee the eloth bottom on the cement cellar floor, and 
you will find that everything keeps perfectly cool in 
the very warmest of weather. Where there is no 
cement cellar bottom, a stone slab or shelf will answer 
the same purpose.—Helen L. Blanding, Somerville, 
Mass, 

It is annoying to have a shoe-lace break when one 
is dressing in a hurry. But if you examine the 
broken lace you will usually find that it has given 
way in one weak spot where there has been constant 
wear at one of the eyelets, while the rest of the strand 
may be almost as good as ever. By shifting the shoe- 


laces occasionally, so that the rubbing at the eye- 
let comes in a new spot they will last much longer.

I have just found out how to make ice cream freeze 
quickly. When the freezer is fully packed with ice and 
salt, and you are ready to begin turning, pour in a 
quart of cold water.

Cut flowers may be kept for a long period if the 
stems are burned with a piece of wood. Matches 
should not be used, as sulphur is injurious to flowers.

Boiled cider is superior to brandy for fruit cakes 
or mince pies. Boil three gallons of perfectly sweet 
cider down to one, and bottle while hot. Skim care- 
fully and see that it does not scorch while boiling. 
Copper, brass or agate utensils should be used, but 
never tin. A brass kettle must first be thoroughly 
cleaned with vinegar and salt, and washed in clean 
water.—J. A. B., Galena, III. 

I have had a great deal of trouble in keeping my 
eake fresh, after eutting it. This wrinkle is very 
helpful: Take two slices of bread, and stick against 
the freshly cut surfaces of the cake by means of 
tooth-picks. By doing this, your eake will remain 
as fresh as when first baked.—H, C., Chariton, Ia. 

For toothache or pain in the face, I have found 
the yolk of an egg and salt very beneficial. Mix salt 
with the yolk of am egg until about the consistency of 
mustard, and use same as a mustard plaster. This 
‘remedy is also good for snake bites.—M. R. S., Van- 
dalia, III. 

Housekeepers are sometimes in despair when it comes 
to cleaning decanters, vases and narrow necked glass 
vessels, the insides of which are not easily reached with 
a cloth. The dirt that aceumulates in them seems to 
resist the action of the strongest soap and washing 
powders. If a half eup full of very small grape shot 
(the kind used in boys’ air rifles) be put into the vessel 
to be = and thoroughly shaken up, the crust of 
dirt on the inside will be removed in a very short 
time. The shot should be saved, for they can, of 
course, be used indefinitely —H. J C., Montreal, Can- 
ada. | 

To remove fly specks and other discolorations from 
a gold picture frame, the water in which onions have 
been boiled is very effective. Two large onions boiled 
in a quart of water will usually make a liquid of suf- 
ficient strength to work wonders on a gold frame. 
After the frame has been thoroughly brushed over with 
the liquid, it should be wiped with a piece of soft dry 
flannel, and polished gently with the same. You will 
find that the gold will then look as good as new.— 
Mrs, 8. A. C., South Boston, Mass. 

One of the most successful preventives of moths 
is common black pepper. It is cheap and readily 
shaken from the garments, leaving no unpleasant odor 
as do so many moth powders. I have used it success- 
fully in packing chinchilla and ermine furs, beaver hats 
(except white ones), feathers and broadcloth; and at 
present have a pony coat which I feel perfectly safe in 
not sending to a fur storage. Sprinkle the garment 
thoroughly in all the folds with pepper, then lay in a 
trunk or chest. It may be applied without fear of soil- 
ing, as I have used it on both white and light rose- 
colored broadcloth.—M. B. P., Somerville, Mass. 

As I am one of those women who likes to have things 
„different, and am blessed with more invention than 


cash, I take one first class fashion magazine and one 


up to date fancy work magazine, and with their aid, 
I study out some wrinkle by which my clothes may have 
a personal note. This spring I had a mercerized figured 
cotton goods dress, all white. I made it up in the 
popular peasant style, with a faney trimming piece on 
the neck, coming down in an oblong in front and at 
the back, and with tucks on the shoulders. These trim- 
ming pieces I traced out on the waist material; then 
basted a piece of penelope canvas over, following the 
line of tracing, and selected a cross stitch border com- 
posed of two small designs. This completely covered 
the trimming piece in two shades of tambour. I drew 


out the threads of the penelope canvas, first the short 
threads then the long, and had a ‘‘ persian tr inming 
piece’’ that no one else could have had unless it wag 
a ‘‘eold steal.

Mrs. Ella S. Stewart is the president of the IIli- 
nis Equal Suffrage Association, and the youngest 
date president of the National Associations of 
America, At the age of twenty-three Mrs. Stewart 
became interested in public work, serving as the only 
woman trustee of Eureka College, located near 
Peoria, III. She has served in this capacity for ten 
years. She is the wife of Oliver W. Stewart, a 
member of the Illinois State Legislature; but she 
looks more like a graduate than a married woman 
ot a public speaker. As she has no family, she de- 


votes her time to the vital movement of Equal Suf- 
frage. This young woman has held many respon- 
sible positions, having been vice-president of the 
Iincis Equal Suffrage Association before being

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elected president. She is a member of the famous 
Chicago Woman’s Club, and was secretary of the re- 
form department for a number of years. Mrs.

She is the re- 
cording secretary of the National American Woman 
Suffrage Association, evidencing in these various posi- 
tions great capability and energy Mrs. Stewart is 
sanguine and convincing on the platform at all times, 
whether her subject be suffrage, temperance or legis- 
lative methods. As a promoter, or a leader in con- 
vention work, this young speaker manifests her schol- 
arly attainments, and also her ability to hold the interest 
of a large body of people. 


TWO WOMEN MAGICIANS 

Two of the world’s greatest magicians have ac- 
knowledged, as well as publicly demonstrated, that 
they could not have won success in their profession 
had it not been for the assistance of their wives. The 
latter are Mme. Herrmann and Mme. Kellar, who not 
only prepared the various ‘‘little things’’ necessary 
for many of the tricks, but also assisted their hus- 
bands in their magic art. Many of us well remember 
the neat youth in black velvet, who ap- 
peared on the stage and walked among 
the spectators with the original Herr- 
mann the Great. This was none other 
than his wife. The same will be re- 
called of Mme. Kellar. 

Mme. Herrmann acted as a subject for 
her hushand’s black art, ‘‘spirit 
world’’ and ‘‘mid-air’’ performances; 
while her exquisite pantomime and danc- 
ing furnished an important part of the 
show. So closely was she allied with her 
husband 's profession that after the death 
of Herrmann the Great she, to a large ex- 
tent, took his place. She is recognized as 
being the only woman magician of real 
merit on the stage today. Her palm- 
ing alone has brought her fame, while 
the cleverness of all her tricks makes 
one realize something of the capabili- 
ties of the fair sex in a sphere sup- 
posed to belong to men. 

Mme. Kellar was likewise a help- 
ful subject for her husband, especially 
in his thought transference,’’ in his 
„mathematical ealeulations and dis- 
appearing phenomena. She enabled Kellar to keep 
his secrets from being shared by those whose in- 
terests were not closely linked with his own. It 
was only three years ago that the Kellars retired 
from the public stage. 

Both Mme. Herrmann and Mme. Kellar are charm- 
ing women, whose nomadic lives have not robbed 
them of the loye of home and children, of thought- 
fulness for others, and of other characteristics that 
go to make women womanly.

NUTTING IN SEPTEMBER 
By Anna V. R. Morris 

_ September has left the bright 

red and yellow traces of her deli- 
cately frosted fingertips upon the foli- 
age of the ¢hestnut and elm trees, those 
boys and girls who have learned the ways 
of Nature know that the time for nut- 
ting has come. Experienced nutters 
know also that it is wise to start early 
in the morning, prepared for an all day 
jaunt, since there is always a temptation 
to wander far afield and to explore un- 
familiar regions. 

The hazel is not a bushy shrub nor one 
in which a bird would be likely to build 
a nest, for its long, straight shoots are 
not thickly foliaged. Twenty feet is sup- 
posed to be its maximum height, and 
usually it is only about ten feet tall. As 
it flourishes best in dry and chalky soil, 
seek for it on rocky hillsides where there 
is only a shallow covering of earth. 

All country bred boys and girls know 
that hazel shoots make the stoutest and 
toughest of whips, and as the boughs of 
the bush are exceedingly flexible, the nuts 
are easily gathered. It is not necessary 
to knock them to the ground with the aid 
of sticks and stones. The lower boughs 
always grow within easy reach of the 
fingers, and by pulling these downward, 
the higher ones may be brought nearer. 

The hazel nut which must be taken 
forcibly from its shell is not ripe, even 
though the shell may have taken on a 
reddish tint because of having been ex- 
posed to a strong sunlight. When fully 
ripened, the nut slips readily from its 
sheath, and usually may be easily shaken 
from its bough. To gather hazel nuts 
without injuring the bush, use some sort 
of a staff that has a crooked end. 

A decrepit umbrella shank having a 
crooked handle will answer perfectly; but 
lacking this, a closet hook of the old fash- 
ioned sort, may be screwed to the end of 
any ordinary cane; and if one can clev- 
erly manipulate a jack knife, a hickory 
staff may be shaped into a crook. 

Gunny sacks are the best of all recep- 
tacles for nuts that are to be gathered 
on steep hillsides. They may be slung 
across the shoulders knapsack fashion, 
are not in the way of the hands while 
one is climbing, and are lighter of weight 
and easier to carry than a basket. 


ROBBING BIRDS’ NESTS 

Boys often innocently assist in the ex- 
termination of our birds by yielding to 
their desire to own a collection of eggs. 
It is only one boy in a thousand who 
ever becomes a genuine ornithologist, 
and I believe it to be in the line of 
both humanity and the advance of or- 
nithology if we parents discouraged the 
egg collecting fad. There are large col- 
lections of birds’ eggs in every art mu- 
seum. It is best to study them there 
and let the birds increase and multiply. 
We have few enough now, When we 
deride women for wearing feathers or 
stuffed birds, it would be well to remem- 
ber that egg collecting tends even more 
to a terrible waste of bird life. S.
